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FORMAL PROCEEDINGS

FINDING ON APPLICATION FOR MODIFICATION OF 
FORMER ORDER. 

By the Commission : 

On June 20th, 1921, the Lima Telephone and Telegraph Company 
filed its application with the Commission, representing that, by reason 
of many changes in the conditions under which it iumished its service 
and because of the extremely heavy traffic, the number of calls per

telephone station, the quality of the service required by the public, and 
the large expenditures to provide extensions and additions to plant 
since the date of the last order of the Commission in said cause which 
largely increased the cipital charges of the company, it is necessary 
that changes be made in the schedule of rates prescribed by Order No. 
443, as modified under dates of June 12, 1919, and April 17, 1920, and 
praying that an order may issue, modifying the last above referred to 
order and approving a new schedule of rates, a copy of which is at- 
tached to the application, marked "Exhibit A," which carries increases 
in certain rates prescribed by the order of the commission dated April 
17, 1920. 

Thereupon, the City of Lima, Ohio, by its solicitor, filed its protest 
against said increase of rates carried in the schedule, as asked for by 
the company, and prayed that the application be denied, basing its pro- 
test upon the grounds that the proposed rates are unfair, unjust and 
unreasonable, and that the conditions under which the company's ser- 
vice to the city is now being furnished are more favorable to the com- 
pany than existed on the seventeenth day of April, 1920, the day the 
order authorizing the present rates was promulgated. 

Hearing was duly had and the matter finally submitted for deter- 
mination. 

The Commission having, in -the original hearing of said cause, 
made a complete appraisal of the company's property, and the same 
having been sustained by the Supreme Court in an appeal taken to 
that court from the decision of the Commission, a determination of the 
value of the property, used and useful in the rendering of service to the 
public, was not difficult for the purpose of our guidance and finding on 
the present application for rate-making purposes; the all-important 
question left being, "What rate of return should the company be al- 
lowed to earn upon the value found to be devoted to the public use in 
rendering service thereto?'' 

After a thorough investigation of the additions and betterments to 
the property of the company since the last appraisal, the Commission 
finds the total reproduction value of said property, as of December 31st, 
1919, to be $1,075,721.17 and that, from January ist, 1920, to August 
31st, 1921, net additions of $217,870.14 have been provided, and that 
the present value of the property, as of August 31st, 1921, is $1,146,- 
021.09, the said present value being the amount upon which we find 
the company is now entitled to earn a fair rate of return. 

The revenue of the company for the year ended August 31, 1921, 
was $330,880.19, while the expenses and de<luctions for the same period 
were $193,259.66, leaving a balance for depreciation, interest and divi- 
dends of $137,620.53 and, deducting depreciation at five per cent of the 
reproduction value, or $64,679.58, a balance of $72,940.95 for interest

and dividends, which amount gives the company a rate of return under 
its present schedule of six and four-tenths per cent. 

The estimated increase in annual revenues from the company's 
proposed schedule of rates would amount to $49,677.00 after deducting 
one and two-tenths per cent for excise tax, which, if granted, would 
allow the company ten and seven-tenths per cent net return. 

The Commission would be most reluctant to grant any increase to 
the applicant company at this time in view of the present day condi- 
tions, were it not for the fact that the testimony adduced at the hear- 
ings and the admission of counsel for the city conclusively discloses 
that the service of the Lima Company is equal to, if not the most 
efficient and satisfactory of any telephone company in this country. 

We recognize that a severe business depression exists; that there 
is a vast amount of unemployment, and, notwithstanding the high 
wages, shorter hours and easier working conditions that have existed 
for several years, we, as a Commission, must, nevertheless, take the 
real facts as they exist in ^ach individual case and do justice accord- 
ingly. 

We do not find from the testimony that the operating expenses of 
the Lima Company have been or can, in the near future, be materially 
reduced, and maintain the high degree of efficiency in service which 
the thriving and prosperous City of Lima demands and is now enjoying 
at the hands of its telephone company, and we, therefore, cannot agree 
with the contention of the solicitor for the city that conditions are more 
favorable to the company than at the time of the approval of the pres- 
ent rate schedule. 

One of the important elements to be considered by us in fixing a 
fair rate of return, is the value of the service rendered the public by 
this company, and the facts disclose that the existing rates for the 
Lima exchange are low as compared with exchanges having less sub- 
scribers in this state. ^ 

We believe, and it is our judgment, that honest, economical and 
efficient administration of the affairs of a public utility should be com- 
mended by us, and should be considered in deciding the amount of a 
fair rate of return upon the company's property, since to hold other- 
wise would be but to penalize economical, efficient and honest manage- 
ment, and encourage extravagance and lax methods in the management 
thereof; and, in the instant case, we are more than satisfied that the 
Lima Company's affairs have been honestly, economically and efficiently 
administered and, in arriving at our conclusions herein, have given due 
consideration to those facts. 

Coming now to consider the application of the company for ap- 
proval of the schedule of rates sought to be allowed, and the protest of 
the City of Lima, and having considered the efficiency and character 
of the service rendered, and having the value of the property of said 
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company actually used and useful in furnishing telephonic service for 
the convenience of the pub'lic, and having taken into consideration the 
necessities of the company from the standpoint of an income adequate 
to attract new capital to meet the demands for the extensions and addi- 
tions to its facilities, as well as contingencies, and all other matters 
which we deemed proper, the Commission finds : * 

That the rates asked to be approved by the applicant company, as 
set forth in the schedule filed with the application, will produce such 
additional income for the company as to give it more than a proper 
rate of return upon its property devoted to the use of the public, and 
the return of ten and seven-tenths percent, which would result from 
the adoption of the said proposed schedule as a whole, would make 
said proposed rates excessive and unreasonable, and 

That the company is entitled to a rate of return in excess of that 
now obtained by it from its present rates, and that the rate schedule 
proposed by the company, attached to its application and marked P. U. 
C. O. No. I, 7th Revised Page No* 2, ist Revised Page No. 2-A and 
6th Revised Page No. 3, should be approved with the reductions listed 
below, viz. :

645. 1 Application of The Chesapeake and Potomac Telephone CcHn- 
794* J pany of West Virginia. 

(Decided Jan. 12, 1921.) 

This is an application of the Chesapeake and Potomac Telephone 
Company of West Virginia to modify former orders of this Commis- 
sion fixing rates for telephonic service in certain of its exchanges in 
Ohio. There are in all thirty exchanges involved in this proceeding. 

A similar application was made by said company in August, 1919, 
but the Commission at that time refused the increases sought, and or-

dered the companies to continue to operate under the then existing 
rates for the remainder of the period of one year ending June 30, 1920, 
and at the end of that period to submit a statement of its receipts and 
expenditures, upon the filing of which the matter would be given fur- 
ther consideration. 

With its present application the company filed an exhibit showing 
the result of its operations for the year ending June 30, 1920, under the 
old rates. From this exhibit and an independent investigation made 
by the Telephone Department of this Commission, it is shown that the 
company's property in Ohio as a whole, after paying the costs of oper- 
ation and taxes, and setting aside five per cent for depreciation, earned 
but one and two-tenths per cent upon its investment and that a num- 
ber of its exchanges operated at an actual loss. ^ 

The company also submitted a proposed schedule of rates for each 
of said exchanges and asked permission to put the same into effect. 
The rates carried in the proffered schedule are the same rates proposed 
by the company in August, 1919, and the applicant Says that if said 
rates had then been permitted, they would not have produced sufficient 
revenue to pay an adequate return on the investment. 

The Telephone Department of this Commission has carefully 
checked the exhibit with the records of the company, correcting some 
errors therein, which resulted in a reduction of the value of some of 
the exchanges as set up by the company. 

While recognizing the necessity of providing more revenue in 
order to enable the company to operate its property and pay a fair re- 
turn on its investment, the chief engineer of the Telephone Department 
of this Commission submitted a suggested schedule covering thirteen 
of the exchanges, and recommended the approval of the company's pro- 
posed schedule covering the other exchanges. The rates contained in 
this suggested schedule, it is estimated, would produce approximately 
$35,000.00 per annum less than those contained in the company's pro- 
posed schedule. The engineer estimates that under the new rates sug- 
gested, the company as a whole in Ohio would be able to realize a 
return upon its investment of five and five-tenths per cent under the 
present conditions of operation ; that some of the exchanges would still 
operate at a loss, and that no exchange would produce more than a 
fair return upon the investment. 

At the hearing, the Telephone Company, while contending that 
the suggested schedule would not produce an adequate return, offered 
to accept the same and put it into effect and give it a fair trial. Some 
of the localities, however, still contended that the rates were too high. 

It was generally conceded that the company is rendering prompt 
and efficient service, and it is evident from the examination of the 
books and records of the company that it is not receiving an adequate 
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return upon its investment, and that it must have more revenue if it is 
to continue to successfully operate these properties. 

The protestants introduced no testimony whatever, but contented 
themselves with submitting a list of subscribers who protested against 
any increase, coupled with a general statement that the prices of com- 
modities are on the decline. There was no evidence to the effect that 
either the wages of telephone operators, the cost of telephonic equip- 
ment or material, except copper wire, had been reduced. In numerous 
investigations had before the Commission recently, the testimony was 
to the effect that as yet there has been no decline in Ihe cost of oper- 
ating and maintaining telephone properties. We must deal with condi- 
tions as they now are, and if they change for the better, readjustments 
can then be made. 

The suggested schedule so readjusts the rates that in no case are 
the more prosperous exchanges required to bear any of the burden of 
supporting those which are operated at a loss. The company, in cases 
where the exchafXige cannot be made to produce the cost of operation, 
must bear the loss. 

The difference between the schedule proposed by the company and 
that suggested by the engineer of the Telephone Department for the 
exchanges at Bridgeport, Martin's Ferry, Bellaire and Shadyside, is in 
the method of distributing the increases. The company proposed a 
general increase in both business and residence rates, while the engi- 
neer proposed a larger increase in business 'phones and a less increase 
in the four-party and rural residence 'phones, which are most nu- 
merous. 

The Commission is inclined to adopt the method of distributing 
the increased cost suggested by the engineer for these exchanges. 
From many investigations, it has become apparent that in recent years 
the use of the business 'phone has so multiplied as to become a large 
factor in the cost of operation. More and more business is transacted 
by telephone, so that a business 'phone is almost constantly in use, 
while the residence 'phone, except in cases where it is abused by the 
chronic telephone visitor, is much less frequently used. The business 
'phone is also a medium of carrying on gainful enterprises, while the 
residence 'phone is largely for convenience, rather than for profit. 

Subscribers to the Bellaire and Shadyside exchanges, because of 
the large local service area, have access to 14,378 stations; those at 
Bridgeport to 13,909 stations; those at Martin's Ferry to 14,635 sta- 
tions ; in that respect putting them on a parity with such cities as Akron 
and Dayton. To add an additional seventy-five cents or one dollar to a 
few hundred business 'phones, rather than twenty-five cents additional 
to several thousand residence 'phones, produces less revenue for the 
company and distributes the burden more equitably. As the business 
subscriber is almost always a residence subBcriber^ he would under the 
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Other method of distribution, be required to stand a smaller increase on 
his business 'phone and a larger increase on his residence 'phone. 

The business rates suggested for these exchanges are not exces- 
sive when compared with rates charged elsewhere in exchanges having 
access to a similar number of subscribers. 

At Mingo Junction, the company proposed a lower rate for all 
classes of service, but a more restricted 'area than that accorded to 
Steubenville. As Steubenville and Mingo Junction are industrially and 
socially but one community, they ought to carry the same rates and be 
entitled to the same service. 

The rates for Steubenville and Mingo Junction are substantially 
lower than those in Martin's Ferry, Bridgeport, Bellaire and Shadyside, 
but the Steubenville and Mingo Junction area has but 5,064 stations, 
while the others will average approximately 14,000. 

The increases and reductions proposed by the engineer in his sug- 
gested schedule, will produce approximately $35,000 less than the 
schedule proposed by the company. 

TOLLS BETWEEN EXCHANGES. 

The Telephone Company is proposing to abolish free service be- 
tween several exchanges and to institute a ten-cent toll charge. It is 
the contention of the company that the free exchange service taxes the 
many for the benefit of the few, while the toll system makes each sub- 
scriber pay for what he gets. Also that free service is invariably abused 
and results in frivolous calls between exchanges and visiting over the 
line to the great detriment of the service and to the disadvantage of the 
subscriber who has a really important call which he cannot get through 
because of the needless congestion of the Hues. 

An investigation over a period of ten days shows that compara- 
tively few subscribers used the free service to any considerable extent, 
and that a large per cent of the calls are made by small per cent of 
the subscribers. For example: Between Bellaire and St. Clairsville 
during this period, 2.2 per cent of the subscribers made 48.5 per cent 
of the calls, while but 2^18 of the 1385 subscribers made any use of the 
free service. Between Bridgeport and St. Clairsville, 4.5 per cent of the 
subscribers made 51.6 per cent of the calls, and but 162 of the 712 sub- 
scribers made any calls. Between Martin's Ferry and St. Clairsville, 
1.2 per cent of the subscribers made 48.4 per cent of the calls, while but 
153 of the 13 16 subscribers made any use of the free service. Between 
Warren and Niles, 6 per cent of the subscribers made 52.3 per cent of 
the calls, and but 141 8 of the 3780 subscribers made any calls. 

The Commission in former hearings and other investigations has 
found this condition to be general where free service is given between 
exchanges, and has recognized the necessity of providing some means 
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of eliminating the extravagant use of free service by the few sub- 
scribers to the detriment of other subscribers who do jj^ot abuse the 
service. However, in Belmont and Trumbull counties there is an un- 
usual situation. When the application for merger of these various 
properties was pending before the Commission, the chief controversy 
arose over this question of free service between exchanges, and to 
what extent it should apply. At that hearing, when the testimony was 
nearing its close, the then chairman of this Commission said to the 
parties, among other things : 

"It seems that the great bone of contention is down in Bel- 
mont county where the population and the industries, instead of 
being in one central city, to wit: the county seat, as is usually 
the case in most counties, is in this instance distributed in various 
portions of the county, and we can see why this business, being 
thus distributed, is after all largely one community, and it is there 
that the bone of contention arises, and I suspect that if there was 
some way in which you could agree upon the extent of the free 
service, the differences in this matter would largely disappear." 

That was then the bone of contention and still is in Belmont 
county. St. Clairsville, the county seat, is situated east of the center 
of the county, while the larger towns of Bellaire, Martin's Ferry and 
Bridgeport, less than ten miles distant, located on the eastern border 
along the Ohio river, are the industrial centers. Socially and indus- 
trially they are in close contact with the county seat, but as already 
shown, only a small per cent of the subscribers use the greater portion 
of the free service between the exchanges. 

Up in Trumbull county a like situation exists between the ex- 
changes of Niles and Warren. These two towns, but four and three- 
fourths miles apart, are in the same county. Both are manufacturing 
towns and a part of the same industrial and social district. 

In view of this situation in these two counties, the Commission 
thinks that a sufficient number of calls should be charged for at the 
ten-cent rate to discourage the abuse of the free service, and that all 
above a limited number should be charged for at a nominal rate of five 
cents per call. This rate will perhaps yield the company but little 
above the cost of maintaining it, but it will eliminate the unnecessary 
burdening of the line ; will keep it open for the transaction of important 
business; will relieve the subscriber who does not use the exchange 
service from contributing in a base rate to its support ; will cause the 
subscriber making the call to pay the cost of maintaining the service, 
and furnish such service to him at a minimum price. 

To accomplish these purposes, the Commission believes that the 
first twenty-five calls per month between the aforesaid exchanges 
should carry a rate of ten cents per call, and that all in excess thereof, 
k rate of five cents per call. 
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With these changes, the report of the Telephone Department to 
the Commission is approved and adopted, and the Telephone Company 
may file a schedule in conformity therewith, effective not earlier than 
February i, 192 1. 

An order will issue accordingly. 



1900. Application of The Ohio BeU Telephone Company for authority 
to increase rates at Columbus, Ohio. 

(Decided Feb. 4, 192 1.) 

The foregoing application prays for such modification of a former 
order of this Commission as will enable the applicant to put into.effect 
in the City of Columbus, Ohio, the rates contained in a proposed 
schedule, filed contemporaneously therewith, to become effective July 
first, 1920. 

On the twenty-sixth day of November, 1917, the applicant herein 
filed a schedule of rates for local exchange service in the city of Colum- 
bus, to become effective January first, 1918. This schedule was chal- 
lenged by various subscribers, in pursuance of which complaint this 
Commission ordered the company to file an inventory of its property, 
used and useful in furnishing service to those subscribers in and about 
the City of Columbus. Thereafter the Commission proceeded to make 
a physical valuation of said property, and, on the ninth day of April, 
1919, completed the same and fixed a tentative valuation of all of said 
property. This tentative valuation was made as of the first day of 
January, 1918, with unit prices taken over a five-year period preceding 
said date. Additions, extensions and betterments since January first, 
1918, have been taken at the actual cost of the same. 

The tentative valuation so fixed by the Commission was protested 
both by the company and by the complainants, and various hearings 
have been had upon said protests. Notwithstanding the diligent efforts 
of this Commission to bring said investigation to a close, it has dragged 
along since January first, 1918, and apparently considerable time must 
yet elapse before the completion of the same. 

The instant application, filed June twenty-fourth, 1920, is for the 
purpose of securing temporary relief during the completion of the in- 
vestigation in which rates for the furnishing of service in the City of 
Columbus are finally to be determined. Various hearings have been 
had upon this application, in which testimony as to the value of the 
company's Columbus property, and as to the receipts and expenditures 
from the operation of this plant has been offered. An investigation by 
the Telephone Department of this Commission discloses that, based 
upon the tentative valuation as fixed by this Commission in said orig- 
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iniil proceeding, the present rates, after deducting operating expenses, 
fixed charges and setting aside five per cent for depreciation, are yield- 
ing the company but 1.9 per cent as a rate of return, and that the 
present rates are considerably less than rates charged in other cities of 
a like size for similar service. 

This Commission is very loath to grant any increase of rates dur- 
ing the pendency of a proceeding instituted for the purpose of deter- 
mining just and reasonable rates and, under ordinary circumstances, 
would not do so. This investigation, however, has already extended 
over a period of more than three years and the end is not yet. It is 
needless to point out that no business enterprise can prosper and at- 
tract sufficient capital to enable it to continue to furnish an adequate 
public service upon a return of 1.9 per cent. The Commission does not 
think that rates should now be granted which would probably yield the 
full return to which the company would be entitled on the final deter- 
mination of the investigation in which rates are to be fixed, but it does 
think that, owing to the long time over which this investigation has 
extended, some measure of relief should be granted to the company by 
permitting temporary rates which would seem to be safely within the 
rates which will be fixed upon the completion of the investigation, as 
the just and reasonable rates to be thereafter charged. 

As a measure of temporary relief, the Commission is of the opinion 
that the rates contained in i:he proposed schedule ought not to be 
granted as a whole, but finds that such schedule of rates, with the fol- 
lowing modifications, viz. :

should be granted during the pendency of the original investigation. 

An order will enter accordingly. 

The Commission desires to call the attention of the parties to the 
necessity of the speedy presentation of whatever further evidence 
either party desires to offer in the original proceeding, to the end that 
it may fix and determine the final rates to be charged for this service, 
upon a more substantial basis.

2220. The John Kline Brick Company, complainant, vs. The New 
York Central Railroad Company and The New York, Chicago 
and St. Louis Railroad Company, defendants. 

(Decided Oct. ii, 1921.) 
FINDING. 

Complainant, a manufacturer of paving, sewer and building brick, 
at Wickliffe, Ohio, alleges that the freight rates charged by defendants 
on such brick, in carloads, shipped from Wickliffe to Cleveland, Ohio, 
subsequent to June 25, 1918, arc unjust, unreasonable, unjustly dis- 
criminatory and unduly prejudicial. We are asked to establish just and 
reasonable rates for the future. 

Wickliffe is located on the New York Central and the New York, 
Chicago and St. Louis Railroads, one and one-half or two miles east 
of the limits of the Cleveland switching district. The average distance 
from Wickliffe to points within the Cleveland switching district is be- 
tween fourteen and fifteen miles. Normally, three-fourths of complain- 
ant's shipments move to points within the Cleveland switching dis- 
trict, where its priricipal competitors are located, and such shipments 
usually move over a single line. Complainant directs its attack against 
the rates for single line hauls. An additional charge is made when a 
switching movement upon the line of another carrier at Cleveland is 
necessary, but that charge is not here assailed. 

The complainant filed a similar complaint with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in March, 1921, I. C. C. Docket 11425. The only 
difference between the two complaints is that the complaint filed with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission was against the Director Gen- 
eral as Agent, covered only the period of Federal control, and involved 
a claim for reparation. The complaint before this Commission covers 
the period since Federal control, includes the 40 per cent advance in 
rates under I. C. C. Ex Parte 74, Ohio, 885, and there is no prayer for 
reparation therein. The hearing before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission has been held and this case is before us by stipulation, upon 
the following documents : 

1. The stenographic minutes of the hearing held by the In- 
terstate Commerce Examiner. 

2. The exhibits introduced at said hearing. 

3. The briefs filed by Complainant and Respondents with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission Examiner. 

4. The Interstate Commerce Commission's Examiner's pro- 
posed report. 

5. The exceptions to said proposed report on behalf of the 
Respondents and the reply thereto on behalf of the Complainant. 

Prior to June 25, 191 8, a rate of 30c per ton was applicable on brick 
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from Wickliffe to Cleveland; on June 25, 1918, the rate was increased 
to 70C per ton under the Director General's Order No. 28, and on Aug- 
ust 26, 1920, the rate was still further advanced to 98c per ton in ac- 
cordance with I. C. C. Ex Parte 73, Ohio, 885. 

Previous to June 25, 1918, brick shipped from plants competing 
with complainant within the switching limits of Cleveland, was carried 
at a rate of 20c per ton for a one line switching haul and 30c per ton for 
two line haul. Under the Director Generars Order No. 28 these rates 
were increased to 30c and 40c per ton, respectively, and under Ex Parte 
74, Ohio 885, the rates were again advanced to 42c per ton for one line 
haul and s6c per ton for a two line switching haul. According to the 
above, the freight rate from Wickliffe to Cleveland was increased by 
two hundred and twenty-six and two-thirds per cent, while during the 
same period, the rate of the complainant's competitors for a one line 
haul, no per cent, and for a two line haul 862/3 per cent. The com- 
plainant regards these increases as inequitable and contends that the 
spread between the Wickliffe to Cleveland rate and the one and two 
line haul switching rate within the switching limits is too great, result- 
ing in an unreasonable and discriminatory rate from Wickliffe to Cleve- 
land. The complainant further contends that the original spread of loc 
should prevail. Manifestly, this greatly disproportionate increase is 
unfair and subjects the complainant to undue prejudice and disadvan- 
tage. 

Counsel for the defendants, in his brief says : 

"Very naturally an increase in rates should produce and must 
produce a proportionately increasing difference between rates 
where a difference already exists. * * * Substantial increases 
in related rates justify proportionate increases in differentials, any 
other position is economically unsound." 

In other words, the differential should fluctuate with the rates and 
be as flexible as the rates themselves. We are constrained to accept his 
view and reasoning, and cannot agree with the complainant that, under 
such circumstances, the differential should remain stationary or at a 
fixed figure. 

In Case No. 2327, decided September 29, 1921, this Commission 
found that the freight rates on vitrified paving block for intrastate 
movement within the state of Ohio were unreasonable and excessive 
to the extent that they exceeded the rates that were in effect on the 
same commodity on August 25, 1920, decreased by loc per ton. The 
record in the instant case shows that the paving, sewer arid building 
brick manufactured and shipped by the complainant are of approxi- 
mately the same value per ton ; that they seek the same market, and 
that there are no transportation conditions that would justify a differ- 
entiation in rates as between the three low grades of brick. The rate

on brick from Wickliffe to Cleveland on August 25, 1920, was 70c per 
ton and this, decreased by loc per ton, would leave a rate of 60c per 
ton. Therefore, following the case above cited and upon this, record, 
we find that the rate of 98c per ton on paving, sewer and building brick 
from Wickliffe to Cleveland is unreasonable, unjust and discriminatory 
to the extent that it exceeds 60c per ton, and that a just, reasonable 
and non-discriminatory rate for the future will be 6oc per ton. 
An order will enter accordingly. 



In re : Investigation by the Commission, upon its own motion^ 
of the rates and charges now in effect for the transportation of 
freight in intrastate traffic upon the raihroads and railways of 
Ohio.

(Dec 5 1921 — Decision in re. : Drain tile.) 

FINDING. 

The Commission having heretofore instituted an investigation, 
upon its own motion, into the reasonableness and justness of the rates 
and charges maintained and followed by the railroad and railway com- 
panies of the state of Ohio for the transportation, in intrastate traffic, 
of all commodities in the state of Ohio, and, thereafter pursued such an 
investigation of the rates and charges for the transportation, in such 
traffic, of the generally denomixiated "road-making materials," being, 
in particular, sand, gravel, crushed stone, cement and paving block, to 
which were added, by the interests in attendance, the subjects of sand- 
stone, flagging and curbing, and its consideration of the record made at 
such hearing having been formulated in the report of its Superinten- 
dent of the Bureau of Rates and Service, dated September 28, 192*1, 
which report, reading as follows, hereby is adopted and designated as a 
part of the findings of this Commission in this matter, as follows, 
to-wit : 

Columbus, Ohio, September 28, 1921. 
The Public Utilities Commission of Ohio, Columbus, Ohio. 

Gentlemen : — -Returning, herewith, all papers in that branch of the 
above proceeding affecting road-building materials, I beg to submit the 
following for your consideration in making final decision : 

STATEMENT. 

Numerous informal complaints having been filed with this Com- 
mission alleging unreasonable and unduly discriminatory freight rates 
for the transportation of various commodities; the Commission on its 
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own motion instituted an investigation to determine the justness and 
reasonableness of the rates and charges now in effect for the transpor- 
tation of freight in intrastate traffic upon the lines of all the railroads 
and railway companies operating within the state of Ohio, designating 
the rates and charges of said companies for the transportation of the 
generally denominated "Road ]\Iaterials," (sand, gravel, crushed 
stone, cement, paving block, etc.) as the commodities to be investigated 
in this branch of the proceeding. 

SAND, GRAVEL AND CRUSHED STONE. 

Sand and gravel pits are numerous over practically the entire state, 
also there are many crushed stone industries located principally in the 
northern and central part of the state. Under normal conditions, these 
commodities move in good volume during the greater part of the year 
and yield to the carriers a substantial part of their total revenues. 
Sand, gravel and crushed stone are low-grade commodities, among the 
lowest priced commodities moving in large volume ; the value of the 
commodities is so low that in a number of cases the freight assessed 
exceeds the cost of the commodity at the point of shipment and in all 
cases the transportation charges constitute a very large proportion of 
the total cost at point of railroad delivery. Under these conditions 
there is sharp competition between the various producers, so that altho 
the products are usually sold f.o.b. pit or quarry, the transportation 
charges are the main controlling factor in the competition. Therefore 
to the producers of sand, gravel and crushed stone, the cost of trans- 
porting their commodity is of unusual importance. This material 
moves in the cheapest grade of railroad equipment (open-top cars), the 
shipments load heavy, in most cases to the capacity of the car, and 
claims for loss or damage are unknown. The average haul in Ohio - 
would appear to be about forty-five miles on sand and gravel and about 
fifty-five miles on crushed stone. 

On behalf of the State Highway Department, it was testified that 
an elaborate road-building program was now under consideration, that 
contracts had already been let this year for 380 miles of road at an 
estimated cost of thirteen million dollars ($13,000,000), but under the 
terms of the contracts the state is to derive the benefit of any reduction 
in freight rates. Witness Krug, on behalf of the State Highway De- 
partment, testified that contracts would be let yet this year for about 
200 miles more if reasonably certain that freight rates would be re- 
duced. He also testified that owing to the storm of criticism in Ohio 
over the high cost of highways, further projects will be scrutinized 
very carefully and that it was entirely possible that the highway con- 
struction program would be greatly curtailed unless there is a substan- 
tial reduction in freight rates. The record also shows that not only 
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would lower freight rates in themselves greatly stimulate road building 
at this time, but if the sand, gravel and crushed stone producers could 
be assured of a larger use of their output and could produce more 
nearly to capacity, the highway department would be in position to get 
a lower price on the products at the original point of shipment. 

The testimony showed that in a number of instances the high level 
of freight rates on this material was developing the trucking industry 
for short hauls and opening up many new local pits and quarries 
throughout the state, resulting in curtailment of the business of estab- 
lished producers and proving disastrous to both the shipper and carrier 
alike ; that in many cases, account of the high freight rates, the con- 
tractors were using a much lower and inferior grade of material from 
local pits and quarries in preference to the higher grade which could 
be secured from established pits and quarries at more distant points by 
rail transportation, thereby resulting in loss of revenue to the car- 
riers and in the construction of highways below the standard desired. 

The evidence adduced and exhibits submitted indicate convincingly 
that the present freight rates in Ohio on sand, gravel and crushed 
stone are considerably higher than those prevailing in the neighboring 
states of Michigan, Indiana and Illinois. Also that Ohio intrastate 
rates on these commodities are on a higher level than those applying 
on interstate traffic between Ohio and neighboring states and higher 
than interstate rates between Indiana and Michigan and between Indi- 
ana and Illinois. Furthermore, that there are no transportation condi- 
tions in Ohio that warrant freight rates on these commodities in excess 
of those now in effect in the states mentioned. Bolender's testimony 
(Record, page 70) and his exhibit No. 10 shows that the average freight 
rate on sand and gravel on all railroads in the eastern territory, of 
which Ohio is a part, is 73c per ton and the average haul 65 miles, 
which includes joint as well as single line hauls, while a composite of 
all the rate exhibits submitted in this proceeding on sand and gravel by 
both the shippers and the carriers shows an average rate in Ohio of 
about $1.20 per ton for an average distance of 65 miles. 

Mr. S. G. Matthews, assistant freight traffic manager of the Penn- 
sylvania System, in testifying for the carriers (Record, pages 425-428) 
stated that recently the Pennsylvania Railroad voluntarily reduced the 
rate applying on sand and gravel from Miamiville to Cincinnati, Ohio, 
from 84c to 60C per ton in order to meet local competitive conditions on 
the Big Four within the Cincinnati switching limits. The distance from 
Miamiville to Cincinnati is 17 miles and Mr. Matthews testified that in 
his judgment the rate of 6oc per ton is a remunerative rate. Also the 
Cincinnati Northern Railroad, as testified by Witness Bolender, volun- 
tarily reduced their rate on sand and gravel from 84c per ton to 6oc 
per ton from Germantown, Ohio, to Cincinnati, Ohio, a distance of 44 
miles, which reduced rate became effective on July 25, 192 1, and it is 
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to be assumed that the Cincinnati Northern Railroad considers this to 
be a remunerative rate. 

It was the opinion of the shippers and the carriers alike that a 
mileage scale of rates would not be desirable on commodities such as 
sand, gravel and crushed stone because a mileage scale would tend to 
give preference to a producer located nearest the market. It seems to 
be more advisable that the carriers be permitted to establish upon what 
they term "check-in basis" so as to permit the producers to have at 
least a parity of rates in seeking certain of the markets. 

The Ohio carriers, evidently realizing that their intrastate rates on 
sand, gravel and crushed stone are in need of readjustment, made the 
following proposition through their representative, Mr. Matthews : 

"The proposition of the Ohio Carriers is to change the rates 
that are in effect in Ohio today on sand and gravel, not including 
glass or molding sand, and on crushed stone, to the basis which 
will represent the rates that were lawfully in effect on August 25, 
1920, increased 15 per cent, in lieu of the 40 per cent increase that 
was permitted in connection with the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission's Decision in ex parte 74, observing in the reduction as a 
minimum the mileage scale that was prescribed by the Michigan 
Commission for use in the Lower Peninsula; and with the further 
proviso that if there be any rates in Ohio today that are lower than 
what that basis would result in, those rates would not be increased 
It was also provided or understood that these rates would expire 
as of December 31, 192 1, with the thought that the conditions may 
further change as between now and that time and that the Ohio 
Carriers, prior to December 31, 1921, would be willing to meet with 
all or a special committee representing the Ohio producers of sand, 
gravel and crushed stone, for the purpose of working out a basis 
to become effective with January i, 1922, which, predicated upon 
what the conditions may then indicate." 

This proposition was not satisfactory to the State Highway De- 
partment and the sand and gravel interests. Therefore, Mr. Matthews, 
speaking for the Ohio carriers, said that action would be deferred 
toward making readjustment of the sand, gravel and crushed stone 
rates until such time as this Commission had rendered its decision in 
the case. 

PAVING BLOCK. 

Paving block is a vitrified product made of certain grades of shale 
and clay found in great quantities in eastern and southern Ohio. Pav- 
ing block plants are usually located at or near a deposit of shale or clay 
suitable for the manufactured product. The principal plants in Ohio 
are located at or near Cleveland, Canton, Zanesville, Logan, Glouster 
and Portsmouth. Paving block is larger than other brick and is made 
in two sizes^ the standard size weighing ten pounds and the smaller 
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size weighing 7J/^^ pounds each. One thousand standard paving block 
weighs five tons and the price of paving block today, f. o. b. plant, 
ranges from $25 to $28 per thousand, the cost consisting largely of 
labor and coal. According to the United States Geological Survey, 
33% of all paving block produced in the United States is made in Ohio. 
The culls or seconds of paving block, which do not constitute in excess 
of 20% of the product of the kiln, are sold as common brick. From the 
standpoint of loading, lading, value, risk, volume and other considera- 
tions which tend to determine the reasonableness of rates, paving block 
is a desirable traffic and should be accorded a low rate as compared 
with most other traffic. It moves in a wide range of equipment, either 
box cars or open-top cars, frequently in cars which would not be suit- 
able for most other commodities, and in cars, particularly stock cars, 
which would otherwise move empty for loading. No expedited service 
is required on this traffic and it moves generally in the summer months 
when operating conditions are favorable. It loads usually to ten per 
cent above capacity of the car, loss and damage claims are negligible, 
and it is shipped under weight agreements, thus eliminating the ex- 
pense of weighing. 

The evidence discloses that during the year 1916 Ohio produced 
and transported 1 14,265,000 paving block for paving purposes, but that 
in the year 1920, with a greater demand for road-building material than 
ever before, the number of paving block produced and shipped from 
Ohio plants dwindled down to 62,824,000. Whereas, in former years a 
large percentage of Ohio paving block was shipped long distances, the 
testimony shows that the present high freight rates have narrowed 
down the market until at the present time only 6% goes beyond 200 
miles and more than half of the production moves less than 100 miles, 
and in the case of the Hocking Valley Brick Company, during the first 
half of the present year only 10% moved beyond 100 miles. The record 
shows that whereas in 191 5 and 1916 there were 30 paving block plants 
in operation in Ohio, today there are only eleven. Six have gone out 
of business entirely and the others have changed over to the manufac- 
ture of other kinds of brick or clay products. Furthermore, no new 
paving block plants have been built elsewhere, thus showing that the 
failure of the Ohio plants to continue in business was not due to new 
competition. 

Prior to the year 1907 there were several classifications of brick by 
the carriers, namely, face brick, building brick, fire brick and paving 
block, and paving block was accorded a lower freight rate than the 
other high grades of brick. In the Stow-Fuller vs. Pennsylvania Rail- 
road et al. (12 I. C. C. 215) and Metropolitan Paving Brick Company 
vs. Ann Arbor Railroad et al. (17 I. C. C. 197), decided in June, 1907, 
and November, 1909, respectively, the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion held that fire, building, face, and paving block should be classified 
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together and take the same rates. But these cases concerned only the 
movements from C. F. A. to Trunk Line territory, from points in Ohio 
to New York and other eastern destinations. Following those decisions 
the carriers in Ohio put into effectthe same classification and included 
therein a long list of other clay products such as hollow building tile, 
flue lining, clay conduit, silo block, etc. It is claimed by the paving 
block interests that the Interstate Commerce Commission's decisions 
above mentioned affected only the classification of brick products in 
movements between certain points in Ohio and eastern destinations in 
Trunk Line territory, and that those decisions did not provide a rigid 
classification for use on intrastate trafiic in Ohio, and to substantiate 
their contention they showed by testimony that in large sections of the 
country the classification referred to is not used; in some localities 
common brick carries a lower rate than paving block, fire or face brick, 
and in other localities paving block carries a lower rate than other 
kinds of brick. They claim that by grouping paving block with other 
high-grade products, some of which are four or five times more valu- 
able and some of which are more fragile and do not load as heavy, that 
paving block has been forced in with aristocratic company and bur- 
dened with a freight rate that is prohibitive. On tliis subject Mr. Mat- 
thews, the carriers' representative, testified as follows : (Record, pages 
387, 388 and 393.) 

Q. Well, now, as a matter of fact, paving block is grouped with 
flue lining, silo block and a lot of things that it doesn't compete with 
at all, is it not ? 

A. That is correct, yes sir, to which classification I have never 
given my full approval ; however, some of the articles that are in that 
list, if I had my way, would not have been in it. 

Q. In other words, you admit that the list as now constituted is 
not a proper list? 

A. Insofar as some of the hollow clay products are concerned, 
yes. 

Q. Now, in this case now pending before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, Mr. Springer, representing the face-brick interests, 
testifies on Page 50 the price of No. 17 face brick is $70.00 per thou- 
sand; No. 18, $100 per thousand. Then, if you will fix the freight rate 
on the value of the product, wouldn't that be a reason why the group 
should be broken up and paving block taken out of that high price? 

A. I would say that would be a reason for increasing the rates on 
the brick of the higher value that Mr. Springer refers to. 

Q. Well, assuming that the rates on the brick or clay products 
were all that the products would bear, then what would you say? 

A. Well, probably then the classification would have to be cut. 

In view of the above it is my opinion that the present classification 
is working inequitably in this state, tending to discourage the move- 
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ment of paving block, and that paving block should be excluded there- 
from. 

Below is a reproduction of Mitchell's Exhibit No. 2 :

It uses as a basis certain specific rates that were in effect on pav- 
ing block, coal, sand, gravel and crushed stone, prior to the 15% in- 
crease made in March, 1918. It is made up to cover rates that were in 
effect for typical hauls in Ohio, b^th minimum and maximum, and 
shows present rates and percentage of increase over rates which were 
in effect prior to March, 1918. It indicates an average increase in 
freight rates since February, 191 8, on the various commodities shown 
therein as follows : 

Paving Block _ 137% 

Coal ^ 112% 

Sand, Gravel and Crushed Stone 99% 

It is calculated to show that under the present rates paving block 
is bearing more than its proper share of the transportation burden. 

Canton, Ohio, and vicinity constitutes the largest brick producing 
section in the country, and Canton, for rate-making purposes on paving 
block, is considered the key in this territory. Mitchell's Exhibit No. 4 
is drawn up in graphic form and shows the freight rates applying from 
the Canton district on paving block, prior to General Order 28, to all 
destination groups in Ohio and the rates resulting from such increase 
(General Order 28) together with the percentage of increase. It shows 
that paving block and other articles in the brick list were increased as 
a result of said order from 25% to 44.4% according to the destination. 
While commodities in general were increased by the same order but 
25% uniformly. Numerous other exhibits were submitted by the pav- 
ing block interests, all tending to show that paving block has been 
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seriously handicapped by reason of the 40 cents per ton arbitrary in- 
crease under General Order 28 and that with the 40 per cent added 
under I. C. C. Ex Parte 74 the present rates are considerably higher 
than the traffic will bear and move freely to most destinations within 
the state of Ohio. The following is an extract from Mr. Murphy's tes- 
timony at Page 194, the Record : 

"Paving block cannot move under present rates 100 miles 
in competition with the other road-building materials. It is rec- 
ognized as a high grade road material, but the building of these 
roads is determined by public officials. The difference between 
the cost of paving block on a paving block road will be five or ten 
thousand dollars. That looks like a large sum to state officials 
and local officials and county commissioners where they are trying 
to get mileage. It is not the question of quality they consider so 
much as whether or not a cheaper road will not enable them to 
get more mileage. I do not believe that paving block should be 
used in any roads in the State of Ohio excepting the county roads, 
because the investment is too high for a brick surface. But I 
believe, on the other hand, that the main market roads, the prin- 
cipal roads of Ohio, should be. It is the cheapest road the public 
can build, as the maintenance is practically nothing and the life 
is sufficiently long to pay out on the investment more easily than 
on a material where the traffic is so heavy that it has to be resur- 
faced every year." 

Since the signing of the armistice there has been a great revival in 
road building, but the use of paving block has been on the decline. 
Paving block people say that there is a reason and that the reason is 
"unreasonably high freight rates." The Record would indicate that 
their contention is not without merit. Here we have one of the great 
industries of the state which appeals to us to relieve it of an excessive 
and burdensome freight cost, which is helping to paralyze its activity 
and to destroy its usefulness. 

The carriers have submitted very little evidence in this proceeding 
tending to justify the specified rates under attack. They have tried the 
case on the theory that the Commission's hands are tied by Section 15a 
of the Interstate Commerce Act, because they have been able to show, 
making allowance for seasonal variations, that during the first six 
months of this year they have failed to make the net return that Sec- 
tion 15a contemplated. Their argument is not convincing and it does 
not follow because they have failed during the first six months of this 
year to make a net return on the book or estimated value of their prop- 
erty, at the rate of 6% annually, that the present freight rates on sand, 
gravel, crushed stone and paving block are just and reasonable. We 
appreciate that the transportation industry, as a whole, is not prosper- 
ous today. We also appreciate that the shippers of road-building ma- 
terial are not prosperous. What manufacturing or producing industry 
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IS prosperous today? All have been going through and are still going 
through a readjustment period and it seems that the carriers should 
stand their share in carrying the burden of economic readjustment or 
return to normalcy. Rates should not be such as to restrict and em- 
barrass commerce rather than increase and develop it. Most of the 
freight which pays the carriers the best is that which yields the lowest 
rate per ton mile, due to volume, heavy load per car and regularity of 
the movement. It seems a majority of the railroads today regard rates 
and revenue as synonymous and some of their traffic officials have so 
energetically devoted their time to securing rate increases for the pur- 
pose of increasing revenues, that they have apparently forgotten the 
importance of sometimes reducing rates to increase revenue. The oper- 
ating condition of the carriers at present is such as demand careful 
consideration of the treatment of any matter before us relating to 
freight rates and the carriers are, of course, entitled to remunerative 
rates on the different classes of traffic. However, I am thoroughly 
convinced and the Record in this case seems to indicate clearly that a 
reduction in the freight rates on the commodities in question would 
immediately increase the volume of traffic and result in increased reve- 
nue for the carriers. 

Effective July ist, of this year, the Labor Board reduced railroad 
wages approximately 12%, resulting in a saving to the carriers of 
$400,000,000. Revision of the national agreements is now under way 
and it is estimated that this will result in a further saving to the car- 
riers from $200,000,000 to $300,000,000. The price of coal, ties, iron, 
steel, oil and other materials used by the railroads have declined very 
materially in the past six months, all of which will and is now contrib- 
uting toward the reduction of railroad operating expense. 

Where there was an actual deficit last January and February, the • 
official figures show that the railroads as a whole, the weak lines along 
with the others, earned net for the month of July at the rate of 4yi% 
annually on the valuation as fixed by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. That is not enough, to be sure, but it must be remembered 
that 4j4% is considerably more than most business is now earning in 
these times of serious business depression. 

As regards cement, sandstone flagging and curbing, there was but 
little evidence submitted at the hearing, and I am of the opinion that 
the record affords no adequate basis which will permit of the Commis- 
sion making any finding as to the reasonableness or unreasonableness 
of the freight rates on these commodities. 

After a careful consideration of all the facts of record, I find that 
the present freight rates on sand, gravel and crushed stone for intra- 
state movement within the state of Ohio are unjust and unreasonable 
to the extent that they exceed the rates that were in effect on the same 
commodities on August 25, 1920, observing a minimum of soc per ton 
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that just and reasonable freight rates on these commodities for the 
future are rates not in excess of those which were in effect on August 
25, 1920, with a minimum of 50c per ton. 

I further find that the present freight rates on vitrified paving 
block for intrastate movement within the state of Ohio are unjust and 
unreasonable to the extent that they exceed the rates that were in 
effect on the same commodity on August 25, 1920, decreased by loc 
per ton, observing, however, as a minimum the rates that were in effect 
on June 24, 1918, increased 25%, that just and reasonable freight rates 
on vitrified paving block for the future are rates not in excess of those 
which were in effect on August 25, 1920, less loc per ton, observing as 
a minimum the rates in effect on June 24, 1918, increased 25%. 

I would recommend that an order be issued accordingly and that 
the following proviso be inserted : 

"Where commodity rates are now published and in effect 
applying on sand, gravel, crushed stone and paving blocH via 
lines of respondent carriers, either on local or joint traffic, that 
are lower than the rates herein found to be just and reasonable, 
such rates will not be cancelled or affected by this order/' 

Further, I would recommend that the respondents be ordered to 
publish and file with this Commission on one day's notice, the new 
rates found herein to be just and reasonable, such rates to become ef- 
fective not later than October 20, 1921. 

The matter of discrimination in sand, gravel and crushed stone 
rates as between localities can best be handled by conference and co- 
operation between the shippers and the carriers or by specific com- 
plaint to the Commission by persons or localities which believe they 
are subjected to undue prejudice.

ORDERED that tariffs be filed, naming rates on sand (all kinds, 
including moulding and glass sand), gravel and crushed stone, in ac- 
cordance with Order No. 2327 of September 29, 1921, and that no re- 
striction be carried limiting the application of such rates to such com- 
modities dependent upon the use to which same are to be put. Further 
that the carriers are hereby authorized and permitted in cases where 
box-car equipment is demanded by the shipper for the transportation 
of sand and gravel to- charge a rate not greater than one hundred and 
fifteen percentum ('115%) of the rate for transporting said sand and 
gravel in open-car equipment. It is further 

ORDERED that when the shipper is furnished box-car equipment 
on an order for open-car equipment, the carrier being unable to comply 
with such order, then no greater rate shall be charged for the transpor- 
tation of said sand and gravel than is provided in tariff on file for the 
transportation of said sand or gravel in open cars. It is further 

ORDERED that the basis provided for "vitrified paving block" is 
intended to mean the rates on "vitrified paving block" and "paving 
brick" as in effect on August 25, 1920, decreased by 10 cents per ton, 
and the rates specified in the original order must apply on such com- 
modities regardless of the use to which same are to be put. 

FINDING. 

(October 24, 1921.) 

The Commission on its own motion instituted an investigation to 
determine the justness and reasonableness of the rates and charges now 
in effect for the transportation of freight in intrastate traffic upon the 
lines of all the railroad and railway companies operating within the 
state of Ohio and the rates and charges designated to be investigated 
in this branch of the proceeding are the rates and charges on the fol- 
lowing commodities, to-wit : grain and grain products, live stock, agri- 
cultural lime and limestone, commercial fertilizer, fruits and vegetables, 
seeds, agricultural implements and drain tile. 

DRAIN TILE. 

The drain tile interests, laboring under the impression that this 
proceeding was scheduled for September 28, 1921, instead of September 
29, 192 1, were unprepared to present their evidence. Therefore, by 
stipulation, that part of the proceeding affecting rates and charges on 
drain tile was postponed until October 24, 1921. 
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AGRICULTURAL LIMESTONE (Ground or Pulverized), AGRI- 
CULTURAL LIMESTONE MEAL AND AGRICULTURAL 
LIMESTONE SCREENINGS. 

These commodities are described in Section 1177-45 of the Ohio 
General Code as follows: "Agricultural ground limestone shall be the 
term used to designate limestone of such a degree of fineness that 95% 
will pass a ten-mesh sieve, 50% will pass a fifty-m^sh sieve, and 30% 
will pass a one-hundred-mesh sieve. 

"Agricultural limestone meal shall be the term used to designate 
limestone of such a degree of fineness that 100% will pass through a 
four-mesh sieve, 80% will pass a ten-mesh sieve, 30% will pass a fifty- 
mesh sieve, and 20% will pass a one-hundred-mesh sieve. 

"Agricultural limestone screenings shall be the term used to desig- 
nate any limestone product which fails to measure up in any respect to 
the requirements stated for agricultural limestone meal and which is of 
such a degree of fineness that 100% will pass through a three-mesh 
sieve. By 3, 4, 'lo, 50 and 100 mesh sieves are meant with 3, 4, 10, 50 
and 100 meshes respectively per linear inch, according to the specifica- 
tions of the American Society for Testing Materials." 

For the purpose of brevity, the three commodities will be referred 
to in this Finding as agricultural limestone. Agricultural limestone is 
found at numerous points throughout Ohio, the quarries and crushers 
being located mostly in the western half of the state. With the excep- 
tion'of a certain quality of agricultural limestone screenings (relatively 
small), the commodity requires tight box cars for shipment. It is 
shipped either in sacks or in bulk, and the quantity transported per car 
is rarely above the minimum of 50,000 pounds. The average haul is 
100 miles and the value of the commodity f . o. b. shipping point is about 
$2.25 per ton. The following table reflects the rate situation as re- 
gards agricultural limestone for the past four years : 
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(Rates shown are in cents per ton of 2,000 pounds.)

The Ohio Farm Bureau Federation filed a similar petition with 
the Auxiliary Committee of the Central Freight Association on August 
3, 1921, but since that time nothing has been heard as to what the 
carriers propose to do with their petition. 

The testimony shows that the Illinois Central Railroad has volun- 
tarily petitioned the Interstate Commerce Commission for permission 
to reduce the rates on agricultural limestone from the quarries on its 
line to a basis as shown below :

On the other hand, the record shows that the rates on agricultural 
limestone in Michigan and Indiana are practically on the same level as 
those applicable in Ohio. 

A large part of the record comi)riscs the testimony of experts as to 
the high qualities of these commodities as soil correctives and the 
benefit to agricultural interests attained by their general use. Dr. F. E. 
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Bear of the Ohio State University, on behalf of the Ohio Farm Bureau 
Federation, testified in part as follows: (Pages 758 to 769, inclusive, 
of the record.) 

"The need for agricultural limestone is determined from ex- 
aminations in our laboratory as to what the lime needs of the 
soil indicate, together with a consideration of what is known as 
the losses by drainage and in crops and Exhibit No. i shows that 
as compared to the need, the use of limestone in Ohio is almost 
insignificant. Limestone is a necessary constituent of all fertile 
soil and in the failure to use limestone the tendency is toward a 
decreased yield, particularly of the more essential crops. As evi- 
dence of that we find that in the eastern part of the state, where 
the soils are of sandstone and shale origin and, therefore, contain 
little limestone, the yields have been falling off for a period since 
1880, largely owing to the fact that the residual limestone which 
was only present in relative small quantities in the stone from 
which the soil was formed, had been carried away in the drainage 
water and in the crops, and in the failure on the part of the farmer 
to use limestone, the yields had so decreased that the equivalent 
of six average counties in eastern Ohio went out of business agri- 
culturally since 1880. I mean to say that we lost the equivalent 
of six agriculture counties in eastern Ohio in productive agricul- 
ture since 1880, largely because of the unproductivity of the soil, 
in good part due to the leaching and carrying away by crops of 
limestone. The need for limestone in Ohio is approximately 3,- 
000,000 tons annually. That is what we calculate on the basis of a 
conservative estimate, as being needed on the soils of Ohio each 
year. In the year 1919 we used in Ohio 208,000 tons of limestone 
and there should have been used 3,000,000 tons. The failure to use 
limestone will result in a considerable decrease in the tonnage of 
material to be available for shipment from the farm, and it will 
tend to make a decadent agriculture over a larger part of Ohio 
than we now have. As shown in Exhibit No. 2, we believe if the 
limestone program is not carried out, that the loss to the rail- 
roads will, in the next twenty years, amount to approximately 
1,800,000 carloads of freight from the failure on the part of the 
farmer to use limestone. Results from the use of limestone on the 
soil are apparent in the first year. The increase in the use of lime- 
stone was proceeding very nicely from practically nil up to 200,000 
tons per annum imtil the freight rates increased to such a point 
that the farmers stopped using it — stopped increasing the use of 
limestone. Every county in the state of Ohio is in need of lime- 
stone. Agriculture is fundamental to the best interests of the 
state and nation and if any product, by reason of its cost, which 
is a fundamental necessity, is not being used and a reduction will 
effect an increase in its use, w^e believe that we are justified in 
arguing in favor of a reduction. The failure on the part of the 
farmer to use limestone is recognized as being a serious matter, 
not only by us, but by the railroads themselves, by reason of the 
fact that the agriculture agents of both the B. & O. railroad and 
New York Central Lines have shipped into the state of Ohio dur- 
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ing the last year, or wanted to ship into the state of Ohio, several 
carloads of limestone free of any freight charge or any cost to the 
farmer, as a means of stimulating him in its use. Evidently Mr. 
Hill of the New York Central Lines, and Mr. Quincy of the B. & 
O. Lines, recognized, as we do, that limestone is a fundamental 
necessity to the agriculture of Ohio, and that in the failure to 
use it, not only we, the farmers and the citizens of Ohio, but the 
railroads themselves will be injured." 

It is claimed that the rates assailed are unreasonable both abso- 
lutely and relatively because, as shown by the record, the earnings 
yielded by them, per car mile, exceed the average earnings on all traffic 
handled by the carriers in Ohio. Agricultural limestone being a low- 
grade commodity, it is contended that there can be no justification for 
rates on that commodity which provide defendants with earnings in 
excess of their average revenues on all traffic. 

The defendants object to this comparison, stating that a compari- 
son of the earnings per car mile or per ton mile on agricultural lime- 
stone with similar averages on all commodities moving in any territory 
is improper, and that this is particularly true in Ohio, where the greater 
part of the tonnage consists of coal. For if, after having accepted the 
comparison between one article and the general average, the rate on 
the particular article under consideration is reduced, the result, they 
claim, is a reduction in the general average and the process could be 
kept up until all rates will be on the*same level. This, of course, would 
be true if the reasonableness of any rate could be gauged solely by 
comparing it with the average earnings on all traffic. The Commission 
recognizes that such comparisons, as to earnings per car mile, are 
without probative value unless the following factors are taken into 
consideration : Value of the commodity, average weight per car, aver- 
age length of haul, risk in transit, nature of transportation service re- 
quired, etc. But in this case the record shows that agricultural lime- 
stone is one of the lowest grade commodities transported, weight of 
shipment per car rarely in excess of the minimum of 25 tons, average 
haul 100 miles, whereas average haul on all traffic in Ohio in year 1919 
was 107 miles, and 121 miles in year 1920; the commodity is subject to 
little risk in transit, and requires no special service for its transporta- 
tion. Therefore, in view of the above facts, it appears that a compari- 
son of the per car-mile earnings on agricultural limestone with the per 
car-mile earnings on all traffic in Ohio, should be given weight in 
arriving at a conclusion in this case. 

The evidence clearly indicates that the free movement and use of 
agricultural limestone in Ohio is essentially important, tending to pro- 
duce and furnish a larger volume of traffic and thus promote the pros- 
perity of the carriers and their patrons, so considering both commercial 
and transportation conditions, it is entitled to comparatively low rates. 
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The movement of agricultural limestone in Ohio undoubtedly fell 
off considerably after the advance in freight rates under I. C. C. Ex 
Parte 74, Ohio 885. Just how much of this falling off was due to the 
increase in freight rates and how much to other causes it is impossible 
to determine. However, the record indicates convincingly that the 
present rates on agricultural limestone are higher than the traffic will 
bear and move freely in Ohio. 

LIVE STOCK. 

Since there is another investigation now pending before this Com- 
mission (I. & S. Docket No. 61) affecting certain proposed rates on 
live stock in Ohio, the Commission will postpone the making of any 
finding regarding the rates on live stock involved in this proceeding 
until the hearing in the docket referred to has been concluded. 

GRAIN AND GRAIN PRODUCTS. 

With respect to the rates on grain and grain products the record 
shows that there is wide variance throughout Ohio in the percentage 
relation to the sixth class rate. The Ohio Farm Bureau Federation 
filed petition with ten of the Oliio carriers on August 19; 1921, asking 
for a readjustment of the rates on a more equitable basis. They re- 
ceived favorable replies from several railroads and Mr. H. R. Lewis, 
speaking for the carriers in Ohio, stated that the matter was under 
active consideration at the present time and in his opinion the inter- 
ested carriers and shippers would come close to, meeting on common 
ground and reaching a satisfactory understanding. Therefore we are 
of the opinion that the grain and grain products part of the case should 
be held open pending result of the present negotiations between the 
shippers and carriers. 

COMMERCIAL FERTILIZER, FRUITS AND VEGETABLES, 
SEEDS, AGRICULTURAL IMPLEMENTS AND AGRICUL- 
TURAL LIME. 

There was very little evidence submitted at the hearing pertaining 
to the rates on commercial fertilizer, fruits and vegetables, seeds, agri- 
cultural implements and agricultural lime, and the Commission is of 
the opinion that the record affords no adequate basis which will permit 
of the Commission making any finding as to the reasonableness or un- 
reasonableness of the freight rates on these commodities. 

CONCLUSION. 

The carriers have resisted the attack upon their rates in this pro- 
ceeding, basing their defense largely on the fact that during the first 
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six months of this year the carriers of Ohio as a whole have failed to 
earn a net return that was contemplated by Section 15a of the Inter- 
state Commerce Act. It does not follow, however, because the car- 
riers of Ohio as a whole have failed during the first six months of this 
year to make a net return on the book or estimated value of their prop- 
erty, at the rate of 6% annually, that the rates on agricultural limestone 
are just and reasonable. An unreasonable rate is not to be justified on 
the ground that a rate higher than reasonable is necessary to afford an 
adequate return. 

After careful consideration of all the facts of record, we find that 
the present rates on agricultural limestone for intrastate movement 
within the state of Ohio are unjust and unreasonable to the extent that 
they exceed the rates that were in effect on the same commodity on 
August 25, 1920, and that just and reasonable rates for the future on 
agricultural limestone (ground or pulverized), agricultural limestone 
meal and agricultural Hmestone screenings, when loaded in box-car 
equipment, are rates not exceeding those which were in effect on agri- 
cultural limestone on August 25, 1920, and that just and reasonable 
rates on agricultural limestone screenings, when loaded in open-top car 
equipment, are rates not exceeding those that were in effect on crushed 
stone on August 25, 1920, observing a minimum of 50c per ton. 

An order will be issued accordingly with the following proviso: 
"Where commodity rates are now published and in effect applying on 
agricultural limestone, agricultural limestone meal and agricultural 
limestone screenings (in box-car or open-top car equipment), upon the 
lines of the respondent carriers, either on local or joint traffic, that are 
lower than the rates herein found to be just and reasonable, such rates 
will not be cancelled or affected by this order." 

FINDING. 
(December 5, 1921.) 

The Commission on its own motion instituted an investigation to 
determine the justness and reasonableness of the rates and charges 
now in effect for the transportation of freight in intrastate traffic upon 
the lines of all railroad and railway companies operating within the 
state of Ohio and the rates and charges designated to be investigated 
in this branch of the proceeding are those on drain tile. 

Drain tile is a non-vitrified product, manufactured principally from 
surface clays, the clays found in Ohio being particularly well adapted 
to the manufacture of the product. There are numerous plants well 
distributed throughout the state, and competition for business is very 
keen. Drain tile being hollow and more or less fragile, the inherent 
nature of the commodity prevents heavy loading. The average loading 
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is from 36,0(X) to 40,<xx) pounds per car, and the average haul is approx- 
imately fifty miles. It is usually sold f. o. b. destination to farmers and 
dealers in rural communities and deliveries are made upon team tracks 
at such points, thereby relieving the carriers of expensive switching 
and other terminal expense usually encountered in making deliveries 
through congested districts in large cities. The product moves chiefly 
in box cars, but sometimes in gondolas (with the exception of hopper 
bottom). In furnishing box cars for loading tile the carriers usually 
select those that are defective, with leaky roofs, bad floors, without 
doors, and otherwise unfit for grain and other high-class commodities. 
No expedited service is required on this traffic and it usually moves 
under weight agreements, thus eliminating the expense of weighing. 
The record shows that the chief elements in the cost of producing drain 
tile are : coal, freight on coal, and labor. 

Witnesses for drain tile interests laid considerable emphasis on the 
fact that, according to the official classification specifications, about 570 
pounds of lumber (known as dunnage) must be provided in each car of 
tile for bulkheads and bracing, and that freight is assessed on such 
dunnage at the rate applicable on the tile. It appears that these regu- 
lations were adopted after a conference between the shippers and the 
carriers, and that the dunnage is necessary in order to. prevent break- 
age in transit. 

"Carriers are obligated to furnish suitable cars and to re- 
ceive and transport goods tendered to them in safe shipping con- 
dition, but are not obligated to prepare shipments for transporta- 
tion." 

Undoubtedly the carriers are within their right in requiring ship- 
pers to prepare or load their shipments in a manner that will insure 
safe carriage under ordinary transportation conditions and under such 
circumstances, it is the opinion of the Commission that they are enti- 
tled to assess freight on the gross weight transported. 

The weight agreement previously referred to is a matter of mutual 
agreement and convenience, both to the carrier and the shipper. The 
shipper is not compelled to enter into the arrangement, and there are 
advantages to the shipper and carrier alike. 

The box cars furnished by the carriers would appear to be suitable 
for tile loading, although they would fail to meet the requirements for 
grain and other high-grade commodities. The fact that the tile ship- 
per can use such defective equipment operates in his favor, especially 
in times of car shortage. 

It is claimed that the rate on coal is a proper element to consider 
in arriving at the reasonableness of the rates on drain tile because ap- 
proximately 15% of the cost of producing drain tile is the freight paid 
on coal. This is a moot question, subject to many and varied ramifica- 
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tions ; however, the generally accepted theory is that every commodity 
should pay its own way. Undoubtedly the price of coal and the freight 
rate on same are very important factors in deterrnining the price of tile 
to the consumer. The coal rates are not challenged in this proceeding, 
but if the tile manufacturers believe that the coal rates are excessive 
and contributing toward the prostration of their industry, they have re- 
course by way of formal complaint before the Commission. 

Certain comparisons were submitted between the rates on drain 
tile and those applicable on crushed stone. When rate comparisons 
are offered in evidence in substantiation of a claim of unreasonableness, 
they should be accompanied by such testimony as is possible, showing 
the transportation circumstances, value of the commodity, average 
weight per car, risk involved in transit, volume of the traffic, equipment 
required, etc. Aside from the fact that manufactured products usually 
take a higher rate than raw material, drain tile and crushed stone are so 
dissimilar in nature, that the naked rate comparisons as submitted are 
of but little value in determining the issue involved in this proceeding. 

The record indicates that the peak price for drain tile was reached 
in August, 1920, and up to that time there had been a steady and in- 
creasing demand or market for the product and that the decline in de- 
mand was coincident with the advance of 40% in freight rates levied 
under ex parte 74, Ohio 885. Further, that while the price of tile has, 
since August 26, 1920, been reduced 40% (made possible by decrease 
in cost of labor and coal), the demand has not been stimulated and a 
large number of plants have been compelled to shut down, due to lack 
of orders. 

Professor Overholt of the Ohio State University, in testifying on 
behalf of the drain tile interests, stated that a recapitulation of replies 
to questions put on the assessors' blanks in the year 1917 shows that 
2,060,677 acres of crops were totally or partially destroyed in the year 
191 7 on account of lack of drainage, and at the rate at which tile were 
put in year 191 7 it would take about 200 years to get all Ohio tillable 
land satisfactorily drained ; that only one acre in seven of Ohio tillable 
land is drained, and this does not include 102,000 acres of swamp land 
that has never been farmed. At the Clermont county experiment farm 
the net gain from fertilizers, manure and lime used on drained land was 
enough greater than the gain from the same treatment on undrained 
land to pay for the fertilizers and in eight years' time to pay for the 
cost of drainage, principal and interest. All going to show that there 
is an enormous need for drain tile on the farms throughout the state, 
and in order to get the full benefit out of fertilizers the land should 
first be tiled. Professor Overholt testified further that he had visited 
every county in the state and found everywhere a marked decrease in 
the use of tile, and the farmer gave as his reason for not buying tile 
that the cost is too high, that he is waiting for pre-war prices. 
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The drain-tile interests have presented their case largely on the 
basis of economic necessity. Little evidence was introduced by them 
as to the reasonableness of specific rates. They claim that drain tile 
will not move on the present rates and seek removal of the 40% in- 
crease made under ex parte 74, Ohio 885. 

Randall's Exhibit 3-A is a statement showing the rates on drain 
tile from Junction City to twenty-three representative points in Ohio, 
distances ranging from three to one hundred and five miles. It reflects 
the various rate advances and shows that drain tile rates have been 
increased slightly over 100% in the past seven years. Also that the 
present tile rates are on a basis of approximately 64% of the sixth-class 
rate applicable in this territory. The exhibit shows that the present 
rate on drain tile for a two-line haul of fifty miles (average haul on 
drain tile) is 9c per cwt. This applied to the average load of 40,000 
pounds would result in a freight charge of $36.00. At the rate in eflfect 
prior to ex parte 74, the freight charge for the same haul would be 
$26.00. With the present price of drain tile ranging from $150.00 to 
$200.00 per car f. o. b. the plant, it is difficult to deduce from these 
figures that the comparatively small item of $10.00 per car in the freight 
charge is responsible for the failure on the part of the farmer to pur- 
chase drain tile, and it is exceedingly doubtful if the rate reduction 
sought would stimulate the movement of drain tile to any appreciable 
extent. 

The record shows that the farming industry is in a state of finan- 
cial prostration, receiving for its products prices which have fallen to 
pre-war levels, but paying transportation costs and prices for articles 
needed on the farm on basis of a much higher level. Also that while 
the drain tile manufacturer has reduced his prices to a point where 
there is little or no margin of profit, still there is very little demand for 
his product. This is to be regretted, of course, but the situation in 
general is due to world-wide influences entirely beyond control of this 
Commission. 

On the other hand, the evidence shows with equal clarity that re- 
spondents are likewise suffering from financial depression and that 
their net earnings have been far below the recognized standard, al- 
though the tendency is now upward. 

Summarizing the situation before us, it appears that the reason 
the farmer is not buying drain tile today is not due so much to the 
freight charge as it is to the fact that the price of tile itself is out of 
line with his ability to buy. 

We have previously held that the economic factor is one that 
iihould be given consideration in determining the reasonableness of a 
rate structure, but this factor of itself cannot be controlling. The 
record fails to show that drain tile rates in Ohio are any higher than

those in effect in adjacent states or any higher than those applicable on 
interstate traffic between Ohio and neighboring states. 

After a careful consideration of all the evidence, we are forced to 
the conclusion that the record as made will not support a finding that 
the rates assailed are unjust and unreasonable. 

An appropriate order will be entered. 



2359. The Unioh Center Mutual Telephone Association, applicant, vs. 
TheCelina and Mercer County Telephone Company, respondent. 

(Decided Nov. 30, 1921.) 
By the Commission : 

Applicant association filed with the Commission its application 
asking that a certificate of necessity and public convenience be granted 
it under the provisions of Section 614-52 of the General Code of Ohio, 
authorizing it to operate and maintain a telephone system in the village 
of Mendon, Mercer county, Ohio, and vicinity, alleging, among other 
things, that it is an association of persons, not for profit, organized for 
the purpose of operating a mutual telephone system in said village 
aforesaid and vicinity; that the respondent, the Celina and Mercer 
County Telephone Company, is a corporation for profit, incorporated 
as a telephone company, under the laws of Ohio, and has been engaged 
in and still is attempting to operate a telephone system in the village of 
Mendon, Ohio, and vicinity, and its principal place of business at Ce- 
lina, Qhio. 

The applicant further alleges in its application that during the 
year 1913 and subsequent thereto, relying upon certain rulings of the 
Public Service Commission of Ohio, and decrees of certain courts of 
Ohio holding that the applicant, being a mutual telephone company or- 
ganized "not for profit," that it was not necessary for it to obtain a 
certificate of necessity authorizing it to invade the village of Mendon, 
Mercer county, Ohio, and certain territory contiguous thereto, at that 
time occupied by the respondent company, it proceeded to and did erect 
a telephone plant and system at Mendon, Ohio, and in certain contigu- 
ous territory, then being occupied and served by the respondent com- 
pany, and that on June 14th, 1921, the Supreme Court of Ohio held: 
"That applicant company was engaged in the business of transmitting 
to, from, through, or in the state of Ohio, telephone messages and a 
common carrier, and as such, included in the term public utility, used 
in Section 6i4-2a of the General Code, and though organized *not for 
profit' cannot operate its telephone plant or system, unless it first ob- 
tain from the Commission a certificate as provided under Section 614- 
52 of the General Code of Ohio." 
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The applicant further alleges in substance that prior to the build- 
ing of its telephone plant or system, the respondent company refused 
to make additions to its then existing system or to give adequate and 
efficient service to the subscribers thereof, and that solely because of its 
austere and exacting methods, and of the grossly and inefficient and in- 
adequate telephone service furnished said community, caused most of 
its subscribers to withdraw their patronage ; and that the welfare, con- 
venience and general good of the citizens, the business and profes- 
sional interests of the community of which Mendon, Ohio, is the cen- 
ter, will be conserved, promoted and advanced by the granting of the 
certificate prayed for. 

The respondent company filed its answer and for its first defense 
admits the purpose of the applicant association, its own corporate en- . 
tity, its location, and the location of Mendon, Ohio, and denying each 
and every other allegation in said application contained. 

For second defense the respondent alleges that it is a corporation 
organized under the laws of the state of Ohio, for the purpose of 
transmitting telephonic messages in this state, that at the time of the 
invasion by the applicant association of the territory then occupied by 
it that said respondent was furnishing adequate local and long-distance 
telephone service to many villages and communities, including the vil- 
lage of Mendon, Ohio, and certain contiguous territory, so invaded by 
the applicant. 

The respondent further alleges that in November, 1913, it filed a 
schedule carrying an increase of rates, which schedule of rates became 
effective February ist, 1914; that after the publication of the notice of 
increase of rates, the applicant association was formed and about 330 
of respondent's subscribers out of 440 subscribers discontinued the ser- 
vice theretofore furnished by respondent company ; and appHcant asso- 
ciation thereupon proceeded to build its plant which is now being oper- 
ated in competition with the plant of respondent company in the terri- 
tory in question without first securing the certificate of necessity pro- 
vided for by Section 614-52 of the General Code, and without any per- 
son, firm or corporation, the applicant association or any of its mem- 
bers having made complaint to the Commission that any rate, fare, toll, 
rental, schedule, classification or service rendered, charged, demanded 
or proposed to 'be rendered, charged, demanded or exacted was, in any 
respect, unjust, unreasonable, unjustly discriminatory, unjustly prefer- 
ential, or that any regulation or practice affecting or relating to any 
service furnished by the respondent, or any connection therewith, was 
in any way unjust, insufficient, unjustly discriminatory, unjustly pref- 
erential, or that any service was inadequate, or could not be obtained. 

The respondent further alleges that prior to the construction of the 
plant of appHcant, and at the time the applicant association so invaded 
the territory in question, the respondent sought to enjoin said applicant 
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association from building and operating a telephone system in the ter- 
ritory occupied by respondent, without applicant first securing a permit 
as provided for by Section 614-52 of the General Code ; that said cause 
was pending in the courts of the state of Ohio until finally decided by 
the Supreme Court on June 19th, 1921, in favor of respondent; that 
notwithstanding the pendency of said action in the courts, the appli- 
cant on its own volition and in violation and disregard of law, built its 
plant in Mendon, Ohio, and the territory in question, and that at the 
time of the invasion of said territory by applicant association, the re- 
spondent was furnishing adequate service in said territory; and fur- 
ther, that if the service is insufficient, inefficient or contrary to law, it is 
willing and able to carry out any order of the Commission relating 
^thereto, therefore praying that the certificate of necessity be denied and 
for such other relief as may be proper. 

The hearing of said cause consumed three days and a voluminous 
record, consisting of testimony and exhibits, introduced before the 
Commission, depositions taken locally, and briefs of counsel fully pre- 
sent the situation. 

The testimony as well as the admissions made by witnesses for the 
applicant, conclusively show, viz. : 

(a) At the time the said association was organized the re- 
spondent company was serving Mendon, Ohio, and certain con- 
tiguous territory with telephone service. 

(b) That as soon as the respondent company filed its 
schedule with the Commission in November, 1913, increasing 
rates in said occupied territory, to become eflfective February i, 
'1914, the organizers of said applicant began to and did proceed jto 
occupy the same territory then being served by respondent, with- 
out first applying to and securing a Certificate of Public Neces- 
sity from this Commission, as provided in Section 614-52, Gen- 
eral Code. 

(c) That no complaint was ever filed with the Public Util- 
ities Commission of Ohio, complaining of the rates of said re- 
spondent company, or the efficiency of its service in said terri- 
tory. 

(d) That although respondent had instituted an injunction 
proceeding in the courts of Mercer county, Ohio, seeking to en- 
join applicant association from proceeding to erect its telephone 
system in the territory in question, and although said litigation 
was not finally determined by the courts of Ohio, said associa- 
tion proceeded to and did erect a complete telephone system in 
said disputed territory of respondent company, without the proper 
legal authority so to do. 

The Supreme Court of our state having held, in the case of The 
Celina and Mercer County Telephone Company vs. The Union Center 
Mutual Telephone Company, decided June 14th, 1921, that the appli- 
cant was compelled to apply to this Commission and secure a certificate 
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of necessity before it had the legal right to own or operate a plant for 
the furnishing of telephone service in the disputed territory, the only 
question left that need be considered by the Commission is: "Is it 
proper and necessary for the public convenience, that the applicant be 
authorized to operate its telephone system in said disputed territory, 
the respondent having occupied said territory for many years and no 
complaint as to rates or adequacy of service having been filed with the 
Commission?" 

The question of the right of the applicant to enter and operate its 
telephone system in the disputed territory already occupied by re- 
spondent, is a question of fact, and must be considered and finally de- 
termined as to whether it is a public necessity and whether adequate 
service is being or can be rendered by the respondent company. 

The testimony offered by applicant does not show that any dis- 
ability exists which prevented or will prevent the respondent company 
from rendering adequate telephone service in said territory at reason- 
able rates, but on the contrary, the evidence convinces the Commission 
that respondent company is financially able to and will furnish same if 
an opportunity be given it so to do. 

Regardless of the efficiency or adequacy of service prior to the in- 
creasing of its rates by the respondent company to become effective 
February ist, 1914, nevertheless without availing themselves of their 
legal rights under the utility laws, to compel said respondent company 
to perform its duty to its then subscribers, by applying to the Public 
Utilities Commission of Ohio for relief, the organizers of the applicant 
association coolly proceeded to and did invade the territory then and 
still occupied by respondent company. 

Whenever a telephone company is operating with poor facilities 
or is rendering inadequate service, the Commission has the power 
either on its own motion or upon complaint under the provisions of the 
public utilities law, to compel it to improve both its service and facili- 
ties so that it can and will perform its duty to the public. 

Under the facts as disclosed by the testimony in this case, the 
Commission is not convinced that it should penalize the respondent 
company on account of the character of its facilities or service rendered 
in the pa5t, by permitting the applicant telephone association to oper- 
ate in the disputed territory which it unlawfully invaded, and thereby 
create competitive conditions which would completely destroy the 
legally invested capital of respondent, until the respondent has an op- 
portunity and at least a reasonable time in which to remedy conditions 
both as to facilities and service, if the same are not adequate and effi- 
cient. 

This Commission held in the case of The Citizens Telephone Ex- 
change Company vs. The Metamora Telephone Company, decided No- 
vember i8th, 1919, that: 
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"If the service of any telephone company occupying a cer- 
tain territory is not adequate or its practices are in any way in 
violation of law, the remedy is not to attempt to install another 
plant, thereby depleting the revenues of both, that neither can 
afford to furnish adequate service, but to apply to this Commis- 
sion, setting forth wherein the existing company is not perform- 
ing its full duty to the public and asking for an order requiring 
it to do so; A *Certificate of Convenience and Necessity' should 
be applied for only when the plant of the existing company is not 
adequate to meet the demands of the public and cannot be made 
so/' 

And the Commission still adheres to that principle and policy. 

We believe that Section 614-52 of the General Code was intended 
to approve such method as just above stated, and that to hold other- 
wise would nullify the very intent of said section, which we believe 
was enacted to put a stop to the sort of destructive competition re- 
vealed by the record in the instant case. 

Much has been said both at the hearing and in the brief of counsel 
for applicant as to the equity in their cause, claiming that the plant of 
applicant having been erected and in operation for the last several 
years, that the Commission would not be doing equity if it refused to 
grant the certificate applied for. 

The maxim, *'Equity follows the law,*' surely fits this case ,and 
applicant association, having utterly failed to follow the law, cannot 
seek equity with much grace and ask the Commission to grant it the 
relief sought, thereby destroying the vested rights of the respondent 
company, for such a policy would jeopardize the safety of any tele- 
phone company similarly situated, and eventually the public — and 
again, "He who seeks equity must do equity." 

Finding no necessity for the issuance of a certificate of con- 
venience to the applicant association, the application, therefore, will 
be denied. 



2375. The Toledo Sugar Company, et al., complainants, vs. The Cin- 
cinnati Northern Railroad Company, et al., defendants. 

(Decided October 7, 1921.) 
FINDING. 

For the purpose of the hearing and the record, this complaint was 
consolidated with Case No. 2327, affecting the rates and charges in 
Ohio on grain and grain products, live stock, fruits and vegetables, "^ 
agricultural limestone, etc. 

The complainants are corporations engaged in the growing, manu- 
facturing, and shipping of sugar beets, sugar beet products, and sugar 
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beet by-products within the state of Ohio ; they own and operate all of 
the plants for the manufacture of beet sugar in this state. Such plants 
being located at Findlay, OUawa, Paulding, Toledo and Fremont. 
They allege that the rates and charges published by the respondent- 
carriers for the transportation of sugar beets for intrastate movement 
within the state of Ohio are unjust, unreasonable and discriminatory; 

That unless said rates and charges are immediately lowered and 
reasonable and just rates substituted therefor, the complainant compa- 
nies will be compelled to operate at a heavy financial loss during the 
coming season and as a result several beet sugar factories in this state 
will be permanently closed before another planting season and one of 
the state's greatest agricultural industries will be practically destroyed ; 

That said rates and charges are in violation of the provisions of 
House Bills 78 of 1906 and 582 of 1913, as amended, same being Sec- 
tions 487 to 614-84 of the General Code of the state of Ohio. 

Complainants further pray : 

That this Commission shall determine and by order establish in 
lieu of the present rates and charges, such charges, joint rates and 
charges as are just, reasonable and legal, and which shall be the maxi- 
mum rates and charges for the future ; 

That the Commission shall decide what, in its judgment, would 
have been a reasonable and legal rate or charge for all shipments of 
sugar beets handled by the defendants for said complainants subse- 
quent to the date of this complaint as a basis for reparation claims in 
connection with said shipments ; 

That for the immediate relief of said complainants during the fall 
movement of sugar beets now approaching, the Commission fix and by 
order establish a scale of sugar beet rates approximately as follows: 

25 miles and under 48c per net ton 

45 miles and over 25 J 64c " " " 

60 " " " 45 72c " " " 

80 " " " 60 88c " " " 

100 " " " 80 104c " " " 

120 " " " 100 112c " " " 

140 " " " 120 120c " " "

That for such immediate relief the rates and charges for two 
or more joint line hauls to be fixed and established by using single 
line mileage rates for all hauls for total distances more than fifty 
miles and for hauls of any less distance by adding a charge of loc 
per ton for each junction point. 

The Commission has no authority to establish rates for retroactive 
application and cannot under the law order reparation ; therefore, th« 
complainants' prayer in this respect may be disregarded^ 
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Sugar beets are grown in a limited territory in northern and north- 
western Ohio and the transportation movement is seasonal, covering a 
period of 120 days beginning about October the first of each year. The 
commodity moves in open-top cars, sometimes flat cars equipped with 
racks, the average load per car is about thirty-three tons and the aver- 
age haul ranges irom twenty-five to thirty-five miles. Sugar beets are 
a low-grade commodity, the present value being $6.00 per ton f. o. b. 
shipping point, and according to the record, claims against the carriers 
for loss and damage are negligible. 

The following table reflects the rate situation as regards sugar 
beets during the past fourteen years : 

(Rates are in cents per ton of 2,000 lbs.) 
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The carriers proposed a readjustment of their sugar beet rates by 
creating a new mileage scale starting at 70c per ton for ten miles and 
progressing at the rate of 5c for each five-mile block up to thirty miles 
and at the rate of loc per ton for earh ten-mile block up to 100 miles, 
and then beyond 100 miles at the rate of loc per ton for each 20-mile 
block. The above scale to cover only single line movements, and for 
two-line movements the carriers propose to add 20c per ton, and for 
three-line movements 30c per ton to the single-line rates. The pro- 
posed readjustment would have the eflfect of lowering all the mileage 
scale rates now in eflfect on sugar beets, save only the rate on a twenty- 
five mile haul, which would be increased from 84c to 85c per ton. The 
proposed readjustment was not satisfactory to the complainants, who 
claimed that the proposed rates would still be unjust, unreasonable and 
excessive. The present mileage scale as to distances, or rather blocks, 
is one that has been in eflfect in Ohio since the beginning of the sugar 
beet industry fifteen years ago, and as a result of this arrangement 
having been an established policy of the railroads during all these 
years, the beet companies have spent hundreds of thousands of dollars 
in the installation and equipment of weigh stations along the lines of 
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the railroads, such weigh stations being located with reference to this 
particular mileage scale. The testimony shows that these weigh sta- 
tions have been installed on the theory that the present distance blocks 
would continue in effect and it is claimed that any modification of the 
sane would seriously detract from the value of the weigh stations that 
hare been established. There is merit in the complainants' contention 
and I am of the opinion that the present distance blocks should not be 
disturbed. 

The record shows that the item of freight is the second largest 
item which enters into the production of beet sugar, cost of the beets 
being the first item, and the complainants feel that the defendants 
should give some consideration to the milling-in-transit principle be- 
cause the sugar beets represent the raw material from which sugar and 
other by-products are manufactured, and the manufactured products 
are transported by the carriers at more remunerative rates. 

The record shows that the mileage scale rates applying on sugar 
beets in the states of Colorado, Utah, Minnesota, Iowa, Nebraska and 
Wisconsin are considerably lower than those applicable in Ohio on the 
same commodity. While the testimony does not show that the circum- 
stances and conditions surrounding the movement in these states are 
the same as those in Ohio, the comparisons are at least significant. 
Recently the D- T. and I Railroad voluntarily reduced the rates on 
sugar beets for intrastate movement within the state of Ohio by 20%. 
The following table shows the present rates in effect on sugar beets on 
the D. T. and I Railroad from various stations to Ottawa, Ohio :

Also the Toledo, Bowling Green and Southern Electric Railway 
has voluntarily established a rate of 50c per ton on sugar beets from all 
beet-shipping stations on their line to the junction of the Toledo Ter- 
minal Railway. 

Exhibit "Lewis No. i," submitted by the defendants, is a state- 
ment of present rates on sugar beets compared with rates on slag, sand, 
gravel, crushed stone, brick, coal, pig iron and agricultural limestone, 
for twenty-five mile hauls in Ofhio. It is calculated to show that at 
the present rates, the revenue per car mile is less on sugar beets than 
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on the other commodities shown therein. But the force of this exhibit 
is greatly impaired due to the fact that at the time same was submitted 
the rates in Ohio on crushed stone, sand, gravel, paving brick, agricul- 
tural limestone and coal were under attack as being unjust, unreason- 
able and excessive and the intrastate rates on all these commodities 
save coal and agricultural limestone have since been found by this 
Commission to be unjust, unreasonable and excessive, and material re- 
ductions have been ordered to become effective on October 20, 1921. 
The matter of the reasonableness of rates on coal and agricultural lime- 
stone is now pending before this Commission. Furthermore, the ex- 
hibit is not persuasive because only the lowest rate in the sugar beet 
scale was taken for comparison purposes instead of using the scale as a 
whole. 

The respondents have resisted the attack upon their rates in this 
proceeding, basing their defense largely on the fact that during the 
first six months of this year the carriers of Ohio as a whole have failed 
to earn a net return that was contemplated by Section 15a of the Inter- 
state Commerce Act. It does not follow, however, because the carriers 
of Ohio as a whole have failed during the first six months of this year 
to make a net return on the book or estimated value of their property, 
at the rate of 6% annually, that the rates published by the respondent 
companies on sugar beets, are just and reasonable. Effective July ist, 
this year, the Labor Board reduced railroad wages approximately 12%, 
resulting in an annual saving to the carriers of $400,000,000, and revi- 
sion of the national agreements is now under way and it is estimated 
that this will result in a further saving to the carriers of from $200,000,- 
000 to $300,000,000 annually. The price of coal, ties, iron, steel, oil and 
other materials used by the railroads have declined very materially in 
the past six months, alt of which will and is now contributing toward 
the reduction of railroad operating expenses. 

The record shows that while freight rates on beet sugar have been 
increased since 1915 over 100%, the price of sugar has not only re- 
turned to the pre-war level, but has fallen below it, and the sugar com- 
panies are now operating at a loss, and it is claimed by the complain- 
ants that unless a reduction in freight rates can be effected, certain 
plants will be compelled to go out of business. A reduction in freight 
rates cannot stimulate any additional tonnage for the railroads this 
year because that tonnage for this year is a fixed quantity, the beets 
already having been grown, but the complainants state that a lower 
level of freight rates would increase very materially the tonnage for 
the railroads next year and subsequent years. 

This Commission, of course, cannot reduce the rates on sugar 
beets simply because the beet sugar industry is not prosperous today, 
and every article transported must yield to the carriers a profit. How- 
ever, the carriers cannot expect to absorb so much of the market price 
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in its charges that the producer will be obliged to abandon his business. 
It is not meant by this that a carrier should transport freight at a loss 
to itself. 

After careful consideration of all the facts of record, the Commis- 
sion finds on the one hand that the rates assailed are unreasonable, but 
on the other hand that the complainants are not entitled to the radical 
reductions suggested, and that the defendant carriers should be ordered 
to adopt a mileage scale of rates on sugar beets in carload lots for in- 
-trastate movement within the state of Ohio, not exceeding those pre- 
scribed in the following table, subject, however, to certain provisos 
hereinafter set forth :

(b) Where the mileage traveled is over two lines, the sum 
of twelve (i2c) cents shall be added to the rate prescribed for 
one line, and where the mileage over which the commodity is 
hauled is over three lines, the sum of twenty (20c) cents shall be 
added to the rate prescribed for one line. 

(c) Where commoditv rates are now published and in effect 
applying on sugar beets via lines of respondent Carriers either on 
local or joint traffic that are lower than the rates as herein named, 
such rates will not be cancelled or affected by this order. 

Further, the respondents will be ordered to publish and file with 
this Commission on one day's notice, the rates found herein to be just 
and reasonable, such rates to become effective not later than October 
17, 1921. 

An order will enter accordingly. 
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I. & S. No. 51. In re. : Advanced coal rates. 

(Decided January 14, 1921.) 

This matter involves the consideration of various tariffs filed by 
the railroads to become effective in November and December, 1920, 
which tariffs were suspended by order of this Commission pending a 
hearing thereon. . 

By said tariffs the railroads seek to increase the coal rates for Ohio 
intrastate traffic above the 40 per cent recently allowed by approxi- 
mately 16 cents per ton, contending that they are bound to maintain a 
40 cent differential between rates for transporting bituminous coal in 
carload lots from points of origin in Ohio to certain points of destina- 
tion in Ohio, Indiana and Michigan, and rates for like service from 
points of origin in Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee to the same points of destination as fixed by the I. C. C. in I. & 
S. Docket No. 774. 

It is claimed that this action is' necessary under the order of the 
I. C. C. in Ex Parte No. 74. 

Is there anything in the order of the I. C. C. in Ex Parte No. 74 
which warrants the proposed increase of rates set forth in these tariffs? 

THE FORTY-CENT DIFFERENTIAL. 

Prior to the year 1917 there had been a long and bitter controversy 
between shippers of bituminous coal in Ohio and those of the Inner and 
Outer Crescent Districts over the question as to what was a proper dif- 
ferential. On July 13, 1917, the I. C. C. handed down its decision in 
Case No. 774 fixing various differentials to be established between dif- 
ferent points of origin and destination. In that decision the I. C. C. 
used this language : 

"The salient point in the controversy between the Ohio and 
Crescent operators is the measure of the differential that should 
obtain between the Ohio districts and the Crescent districts south 
of Pittsburgh. This controversy arises because of the keen com- 
petition existing in the coal trade and the conviction of the Ohio 
operators that a 25-cent differential does not give due regard to 
the differences in distance between the Ohio and West Virginia 
districts, and operates to deprive them of the benefit of their geo- 
graphical location and their relative proximity to the markets in 
affected territory." 

After a lengthy discussion of the controversy, it also used this 
language : 



up. 



The situation of the Ohio operators may now be summed 
Their mines have no outlet by river. Their coal is barred 
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from going east and south by the Crescent coals ; on the west are 
Indiana and Illinois coals; and under the present adjustment of 
rates they have to a very large extent been driven out of Michigan 
by the sharp competition of the more distant West Virginia and 
Kentucky coals. Even within their own state, as has been shown 
in regard to Columbus, Toledo and other important consuming 
points, the Ohio operators are forced to yield a fair portion of the 
trade to the Crescent districts. In fact, the figures already given 
show that from 1910 to 1915 a comparatively small tonnage of 
Ohio coal was shipped to points within affected territory in the 
state of Ohio." 

It will be observed that the I. C. C. was attempting to g^ve the 
Ohio shippers the advantage of closer proximity to market and to fix 
such differentials as would protect them against unjust competition 
from the Inner and Outer Crescents. Their action was intended to be 
a shield to the Ohio shippers, but was never designed to be used as a 
sword with which to destroy them. 

Neither were these differentials intended to be used for the sole 
purpose of securing more revenue to the railroads. The whole fabric 
of rates covering the entire territory was intended to be so constructed 
as to preserve these differentials around which the fabric was to be so 
framed as to furnish an adequate revenue from the entire district with- 
out laying any unreasonable and unjust burden upon any portion 
thereof. 

Now for the first time it is apparent that the carriers are attempt- 
ing to use these differentials not for the purposes for which they were 
designed, but for the purpose of laying an additional burden of approx- 
imately one million dollars a year upon the Ohio shippers. 

One of the attorneys for the railroads in outlining the present case 
before this Commission, used this language : 

"The present condition of Ohio rates, if continued, would 
result in the loss to the carriers of Ohio of approximately one 
million dollars per year in much needed revenue, and would pre- 
vent the realization of the increased revenue granted by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission by the aforesaid million." 

And from this statement and from the testimony in the record, it 
is apparent that it is this additional million dollars per year which the 
carriers are seeking, rather than the protection to the Ohio shippers by 
their proposed readjustment of the rates, so as to maintain the differ- 
entials. 

If the "present condition of Ohio rates" will result in the loss of a 
million dollars per year to the carriers, whose fault is it? Do not the 
Ohio rates already contain the 40 per cent increase and all of the other 
increases which every other rate has borne under the recent orders of 
the I. C. C. ? And if the carriers are to be short a million dollars per 
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year under the various increases granted by the I. C. C, are the Ohio 
shippers to be singled out to bear the burden of that loss, and are the 
differentials fixed in Case No. 774 to be used as the weapon by which 
this result is to be accomplished ? Will the addition of a million dollars 
a year to the shippers of Ohio enable them more effectually to reap the 
benefit of their closer proximity to markets, and shield them against 
unjust and unreasonable discrimination in favor of the Inner and Outer 
Crescents ? 

Remembering that the differentials were fixed as a protective 
measure, how are the Ohio shippers to reap any benefit from a read- 
justment of the rates in such a manner as to preserve these differen- 
tials and impose an additional million dollars per year upon Ohio ship- 
pers, while the rates from the Inner Crescents remain unchanged and 
those from the Outer Crescent are reduced? 

RECENT ADVANCES. 

The differentials as fixed by the I. C. C. in Case No. 774 have be- 
come out of line by reason of advances made since they were estab- 
lished under the stress of conditions growing out of the world war. A 
general advance in all rates effective June 25, 1918, was made under 
General Order No. 28 of the United States Railroad Administration. 
This advance was made in cents per ton from each producing field and 
left the differentials unchanged. 

After the return of the roads to private control and in order to 
give them a sufficient revenue to rehabilitate themselves and tide over 
the stress of high prices incident to the war, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission granted an additional increase on all coal rates of 40 per 
cent, and it is this present increase which affects the differentials. 

When the increase was made under the General Order referred to, 
this Commission raised no question whatever as to the reasonableness 
of the rate, but readily acquiesced therein. When the 40 per cent in- 
crease was granted by the I. C. C, in order to enable the carriers to 
earn the per cent upon their investment prescribed in the Transporta- 
tion Act, this Commission, knowing full well that the I. C. C. had no 
sufficient data upon which to even approximate the value of the rail- 
roads upon which they were entitled to receive a return, and knowing 
full well that the 40 per cent increase could be nothing more than a 
mere estimate as to what revenue it would produce under the change 
in conditions, and that the rates as a whole would produce a mere esti- 
mate of the probable needs of the carriers during the transitional 
period, readily acquiesced and granted the same increase upon intra- 
state traffic. Realizing that we were in the midst of cnicial times when 
transportation was necessary regardless of cost, and realizing that the 
carriers would be put to enormous expense in reorganizing themselves 
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and meeting the greatly enhanced cost of operation, this Commission 
permitted the rates to go into effect, believing that only by the actual 
test of operation under them could it be demonstrated whether or not 
the rates as a whole would prove excessive. 

From the beginning of the war period until now, in all matters, 
this Commission has endeavored to work in harmony with the I. C. C, 
and has never in a single instance quibbled over the question of author- 
ity. It was strongly insinuated in the statement of the carriers that 
this Commission is without jurisdiction in this case, and that it mat- 
tered little what action we might take. Whether that be true or not, 
it is not in that spirit that we are dealing with the matter at hand. If 
this Commission has no authority, then the carriers should have 
ignored it, proffered their schedules for filing and proceeded under the 
authority which they claimed to have to institute these rates by virtue 
of the order of the I. C. C. in Case No. 74. 

I. C. C, EX PARTE 74. 

Is there anything in the« finding and order of the I. C. C. in case 
No. 74 which authorizes the maintenance of the differentials by the 
imposition of the rates set forth in these tariffs? 

What was the subject matter before the I. C. C. in that case? 
The opening statement of its opinion sets forth the question at issue, 
as follows : 

"In this proceeding the carriers by railroad subject to our 
jurisdiction seek authority pursuant to the provisions of section 
15a of the interstate commerce act, to increase their freight rev- 
enues to a basis that will enable them to earn an aggregate an- 
nual net railway operating income equal, as nearly as may be, to 
6 per cent upon the aggregate value of the railway property of 
such carriers held for and used in the service of transportation.*' 

The question before the Commission -was the matter of securing 
revenue to meet the provisions of Section 15a of the Interstate Com- 
merce Act, and not a question of differentials. 

But in its opinion, under a heading, "Conclusion as to General 
Rates," it finds the reasonable increase to be — 

"Eastern Group 40 per cent." That increase they now have. It is 
contended, however, that the authority for the levying of this addi- 
tional million dollars per year upon Ohio shippers is contained in a 
paragraph on page 248 of the decision, which paragraph reads as 
follows : 

"Carriers serving the Pennsylvania-Ohio-West Virginia coal 
fields propose to continue the existing differentials in coal rates, 
and have worked out a scheme of rates to effect that result. Car- 
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riers in the southern and western groups propose to ignore exist- 
ing differentials in coal rates within those groups. The proposal 
of the eastern lines to preserve existing relationships is approved, 
and carriers in the other groups should work out a similar plan for 
restoring the relative adjustments of coal rates now obtaining in 
those groups. An effort should be made promptly to devise rates 
in each group that will yield, as nearly as practicable, the same 
revenue in the aggregate as would be afforded by a straight per- 
centage increase on the bases herein approved." 

Earlier in the decision the Commission discussed at some length 
the contention between the different parties to the controversy, as to 
whether or not then existing differentials should be maintained, and if 
so, how, concluding its discussion of that subject as follows : 

"Without attempting to pass finally upon the question 
whether in given cases differentials should or should not be main- 
tained, it is evident that no general program of maintaining differ- 
entials can be made effective coincident with the increases here 
approved without materially delaying their effective date as 
definite testimony covering individual situations is before us in 
only, a very few cases. To maintain differentials by applying the 
percentage increases to basing rates and adding thereto existing 
differentials cannot be done without materially lessening the 
amount of additional revenue to be derived by the carriers, as 
generally differentials are added to rather than deducted from base 
rates." 

From this observation it is evident that the I. C. C. found it im- 
possible, because of the imperative need for immediate action in secur- 
ing much-needed revenue for the carriers, to take time to work out the 
problems of differentials and the proper method of preserving them. 
But it seems to be the contention that while the question of differen- 
tials was ignored as to every other territory, that those between Ohio 
and the Crescent points were singled out and definitely determined, 
and that in that determination, a scheme was devised whereby the dif- 
ferentials were to be divested of their original purpose and used merely 
as revenue getters and as instrumentalities for exacting an additional 
million dollars of tribute from Ohio shippers. 

All that the L C. C. did in the paragraph above quoted was to call 
attention to the fact that carriers serving the Pennsylvania-Ohio-West 
Virginia coal fields had worked out a scheme of rates to preserve the 
differentials ; nothing to indicate that that "scheme" was ever presented 
to the I. C. C. ; nothing to indicate that it was the same "scheme" which 
is now proposed, of laying all the burden upon the Ohio traffic and 
none of it upon the Inner and Outer Crescents. And it will be further 
observed that the "scheme" itself was not approved. It was only "the 
proposal of the eastern lines to preserve existing relationships" which 
was approved, and it was recommended that carriers in other groups 
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should work out a plan for restoring relative adjustments of coal rates. 
No specific **scheme" was approved and no specific plan for restoring 
"relative adjustments" was recommended to the carriers in other 
groups. 

The scheme here presented leaves the Inner Crescent rate undis- 
turbed, deducts 8 cents from the Outer Crescent rate and adds i6 
cents to the Ohio rate, making the Ohio shipper the goat to bear the 
whole burden. If it is desirable to establish the 40 cent differential to 
the Inner Crescent, and the 60 cent diflferential to the Outer Crescent 
at this time, it should be done by some more equitable scheme. The 
burden should at least be distributed in three parts, each bearing its 
share. 

We do not understand that the I. C. C. meant that differentials 
should be maintained by any such scheme as is carried in these pro- 
posed schedules. If it did so propose, and its authority is paramount, 
it must assume the responsibility for the action. It was testified to by 
various witnesses at the hearing in this case, that if this additional 
burden were laid upon the Ohio shippers, large consumers in Ohio 
could save money by buying their coal in West Virginia and elsewhere, 
and that they would be compelled to do so. 

It is the opinion of this Commission that if these rates were per- 
mitted to go into effect, so soon as conditions return to a normal basis 
and the transportation facilities are adequate to move all coal needed 
by consumers, the Ohio mines would be compelled to close, and they 
would be in as deplorable a condition as they were in the years 1914 
and 1915. If this great wrong must be done to Ohio mines and ship- 
pers, and consumers, it must be done by other hands than ours. 

The tariffs will therefore be rejected and an order will be issued 
accordingly. 



I. & S. No. 61. In re: Protest against increased freight rates on live 
stock, carried on pages 84 to 87, inclusive, of Supplement 9 of Cen- 
tral Freight Association Tariff Bureau's Freight Tariff 253, Ohio 
699, published to become effective August 4, 192 1. 

(Decided December 6, 1921,) 

FINDING. 

This proceeding involves the suspension by the Commission of an 
increase of approximately 5% in rates for the transportation of hogs in 
Ohio, as these increases were proposed by Supplement No. 9 to Central 
Freight Association Tariff Bureau Tariflf No. 253, Ohio 699, pages 84 
to 87, both inclusive. Such rates having been published to become 
effective on August 4, 1921. The proposed rates have been suspended 
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twice as provided by law and by stipulation have been further sus- 
pended until December 24, 1921. The filing of the tariff supplement 
above mentioned followed the passage of an act of the legislature of 
Ohio known as House Bill No. 156, entitled, "An Act to Regulate 
Freight Rates in Relation to Minimum Weights in Carload Shipments 
of Livestock," which act is now incorporated in the General Code of 
Ohio bearing Section Number 504-4. It reads as follows : 

"Any company owning or operating a railroad in whole or in 
part in this state, which receives live stock for shipment in carload 
lots, shall be governed and regulated by the following rules and 
regulations relative to the intrastate rates and minimum weights 
to be charged in carload lot shipments of livestock. Such com- 
pany receiving hogs for carload lot shipments in cars of a length 
of 36.7 feet, or under, shall make the rate charge on a basis of a 
minimum weight of not over 16,000 pounds for single deck cars, 
and 22,000 pounds for double deck cars. In cars of a length ex- 
ceeding 36.7 feet, and not over 40 feet, the rate charged shall be 
on a basis of a minimum weight of not over 17,000 pounds for 
single deck cars, and 23,000 pounds for double deck cars. In cars 
over 40 feet in length the rate charged shall be on a basis of a 
minimum weight of not exceeding 18,000 pounds for single deck 
cars and 24,000 pounds for double deck cars. 

"If such company receive for shipment a car containing a 
mixture of hogs, cattle and sheep or any two of them, the freight 
rate charged shall be based upon the same animal classification 
as is used to determine the minimum freight weight. It shall be 
the duty of the public utilities commission to enforce the provis- 
ions of this section." 

The evidence shows that the transportation of livestock is more 
expensive than the transportation of most other kinds of freight, be- 
cause of (a) the special equipment required, (b) the excessive amount 
of empty mileage of stock cars, (c) the expedited service demanded at 
terminals and on the road, (d) the special facilities for loading and un- 
loading, (e) the light loading per car, (f) expenditures for loss and 
damage claims, etc. 

The transportation of livestock does not terminate until after the 
stock has been unloaded by the carrier into suitable pens. The duty to 
unload livestock into suitable pens includes the duty to provide such 
facilities and the means of reaching them, or else to hire those owned 
by others. 

The respondents frankly admit that the proposed rate increase of 
approximately 5% on hogs was published for the purpose of maintain- 
ing their per car earnings on this commodity on the same level as pre- 
vailed prior to the reduction of the minimum weights on hogs by the 
Ohio Legislature, Section 504-4 General Code of Ohio, supra. 

The following table shows the changes made in the minimum 
weights in Ohio on hogs in single and double deck cars during the past 
seven years :

Doty's Exhibit No. i is an itemized statement of one hundred 
36-ft. and thirteen 40-ft. single-deck cars of hogs moving to Cleveland 
from Ohio points between June 30 and July 20, 1921. Taking the 
entire list of 113 cars, it shows that the average actual weight per car 
was 15413 pounds and that the average loading per car was 72 hogs. 

Doty's Exhibit No. 2 is a statement covering three hundred sixty- 
two single-deck cars of hogs (of all lengths) shipped from representa- 
tive shipping points in Ohio, in 18 counties, to various destinations 
from Febniary i, 1921, to October i, 1921. It shows the average 
weight per car and average number of hogs per car of the shipments 
from each county, and averaging these it shows a composite average 
weight per car of 15,448 pounds and average loading per car 81 hogs. 

Quigley's Exhibit No. 5 is an itemized statement of sixty single- 
deck cars of hogs shipped from Ohio points to a representative firm in 
Cleveland during the month of August, 1921. It reflects the following 
information : 

Average actual weight of the 60 cars 15,410 pounds 

Average added weight per car on 41 cars 1,620 pounds 

Average shrinkage allowance per car on 19 cars. 285 pounds 
Average revenue weight of the 60 cars 16,430 pounds 

While 66,450 pounds was added to the actual weight to meet the 
minimum requirements of 16,000 pounds per car, only 5,410 pounds 
was deducted account of shrinkage. The same situation is shown by 
Quiglcy's Exhibit No. 6, which covers 54 single-deck cars hogs received 
at Cleveland Union Stock Yards during the month of September, 192 1. 

Quigley's Exhibit No. 7 shows an average actual weight of 25,170 
pounds per car on five double-deck cars of Ohio hogs received by a 
representative commission firm at the Cleveland Union Stock Yards in 
August, 192 1. 

Baker's Exhibit No. 3 shows that on the last two hundred double- 
deck cars of hogs received by the Cleveland Provision Company prior 
to the hearing in this case, the average actual weight was 24,950 pounds 
per car. 

The evidence adduced and the exhibits submitted show that a 
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large majority of the hogs raised anld shipped in Ohio are of the light 
weight variety, averaging about 200 pounds per head ; that the average 
actual weight of hogs shipped in single-deck cars from Ohio points is 
less than the minimum fixed by the Ohio Legislature; and that Ohio 
hogs shipped in single-deck cars will not load safely above the minima 
fixed by law. 

Surely freight rates must be fixed with reasonable reference to the 
liability involved. The amount of loss and damage claims normally 
accruing in the course of 4:ransportation is a factor which is properly 
taken into account in the fixation of the rates for transportation. Pay- 
ments by the carriers on this account are an item of operating expense. 
The reduced minimum weights on hogs shipped in single-deck cars will 
undoubtedly prevent overloading to a much greater extent than previ- 
ously, resulting in less claims for loss and damage and consequently a 
reduction in the carriers' operating expense. The carriers, by their 
proposed 5% rate increase on hogs, shipped in single-deck cars, are, in 
effect, attempting to charge the Ohio hog shipper freight on one thou- 
sand pounds more weight than can be loaded into and carried safely in 
the equipment furnished by them. Under the circumstances the pro- 
posed increased rates on hogs in single-deck cars would appear to be 
unjust arid unreasonable. 

The record shows that hogs shipped in double-deck cars usually 
load considerably above the minima fixed by law and apparently can be 
so loaded with safety. Therefore, it is clearly evident that the proposed 
5% rate increase on hogs in double-deck cars, if allowed to become 
effective, would simply penalize the Ohio hog shipper to that extent. 

While the only rates under suspension are those published on 
pages 84 to 87, inclusive, of Supplement No. 9 to Central Freight Asso- 
ciation Tariff Bureau Tariff No. 253, Ohio 699, an examination of said 
tariff supplement reveals the fact that the single and joint line mileage 
scale rates on hogs for intrastate movement in Ohio were accordingly 
increased 5%. Therefore, any action taken by us with respect to the 
Ohio intrastate rates on hogs named on pages 84 to 87, inclusive, of 
said tariff supplement, should also apply to the single and joint line 
mileage scale rates, and it is suggested that the carriers be governed 
accordingly. 

After careful consideration of all the facts of record, we find that 
the proposed increased rates on hogs (both single and double deck 
cars) for intrastate movement within the state of Ohio are excessive, 
unjust and unreasonable. 

The rates under suspension will, therefore, be rejected and an 
order will be issued accordingly.

47. March 31, 1921, an investigation of a schedule of rates of The 
London Water Works Company, filed to become effective Janu- 
ary 20, 1921, and protested by the city officials, which was discon- 
tinued when the earnings of the company were found not to be 
excessive or unreasonable. 

49. (Decided August- 18, 1921.) In this matter, following an investi- 
gation, the Commission vacated a suspension of a new schedule of 
rates of The Damascus Telephone Company at North Benton 
exchange, which had been filed to become effective April i, 1921, 
provided the respondent establishes and maintains continuous 
night and Sunday service. 

In disposition of the complaint of alleged inadequate &ervice> 
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the Commission directed the company to institute the following 
improvements : 

Install a trouble card system. 
Trim all trees away from aerial wires. 
Replace all rusted wire. 
Pull slack from aerial lines, and 

Replace such poles, cross arms, brackets, glass insulators, 
guys, etc., as, from personal inspection, are found necessary. 

50. A proceeding involving proposed increased rates for artificial gas 
and electricity at Defiance, Ohio, published by The Defiance Gas 
and Electric Company and protested by the city of Defiance, 
which was discontinued May 7, 192 1, when the protested sched- 
ules were withdrawn. 

51. A protest against the new rural electric rates of The Ravenna Gas 
and Electric Company, filed to become effective April i, 1921, 
wherein a finding that such rates were not excessive or unreason- 
able, was made July 7, 1921. 

52. (Decided November 18, 1921.) Finding that the new rates of The 
Newark Telephone Company for service at Glenford, Hanover, 
St. Louisville and Somerset, Ohio, filed to become effective May 
1, 1921, and protested by The Licking Coimty Farm Bureau, et aL, 
were not excessive or unreasonable, the investigation thereof was 

discontinued. With respect to service complaints, however, the 
company was directed to make the following improvements : 

1. Trim all trees away from its aerial wires, wherever situate. 

2. Repair or replace cords, plugs and jacks in switchboards, 
where needed. 

3. Replace all missing insulators and bad crossarms. 

4. Provide means for taking care of trouble more promptly. 

53. An investigation of certain increased rentals of The Ohio Bell 
Telephone Company at Zanesville, Ohio, filed to become effective 
May 1, 1 92 1, and suspended upon protest of the city of Zanesville, 
which was discontinued October 19, 1921, with a finding that such 
increased rates were not excessive, unjust or unreasonable. 

54. (Dismissed November i, 1921.) A proceeding, instituted upon 
the protest of the city of Findlay, Ohio, against a new schedule of 
rates filed by The Ohio Bell Telephone Company to become ef- 
fective May 1, 192 1, which was discontinued with the finding that 
the proposed rates were not excessive, unjust or unreasonable. 
The new schedule made an increase of 25c per month in the resi-

dence rentals and certain increases in the monthly charges for use 
of business service appurtenances. 

55. (Dismissed October 14, 1921.) An investigation of the new rates 
of The Bergholz Telephone Company, filed to become effective 
July I, 1 92 1, at East Springfield,, Malvern and Richmond, which 
was discontinued upon finding that the same were not imjust or 
excessive. 

56. Finding that the new schedule of rates of The Newark Telephone 
Company for service at Gratiot, filed to become effective July 5, 
1 92 1, and protested by T. F. Hamilton, et al., reviewed upon a 
financial basis solely, is not excessive, but that the company's ser- 
vice in such exchange is inadequate and inefficient, an order was 
made, November 15, 1921, directing the company to: 

1. Trim all trees where in contact with aerial wire, being 
particularly careful to give proper clearance in all cases. 

2. Reset, straighten and guy poles where necessary. 

3. Replace all broken crossarms and all broken or missing 
insulators. 

4. Pull slack wire and replace rusty and broken wire. 

5. Make complete inspection of all subscribers' stations; 
eliminate all bad wiring conditions, and replace deteriorated bat- 
teries. 

6. Make immediate inspection of the switchboard plugs, 
cords, jacks and keys, and put same in good condition. Particular 
attention should be given to the repair of the ring-off drops, and 
switchboard should be thoroughly cleaned. 

7. Thoroughly instruct the operators in the matter of taking 
down cords as soon as possible after conversations are ended ; thus 
alleviating to a large degree the congested condition now being 
complained of by the subscribers. 

59. (Decided December 2, 192 1.) An order was entered, fixing for the 
and continuing the matter for the inspection of such work, when 
completed, and the making of a final order with reference to rates. 

December billing and until further order of the Commission, the 
following schedule for The Hardin- Wyandot Lighting Company 
at Kenton, Ohio: 

Lighting Service. 

The rates and charges contained in the company's P. U. C. O. 
No. 4. 

Power Service. 

The rates and charges contained in the company's P. U. C. O. 
No. 3, with the energy charges, but not the minimum charge, dis- 
counted 159^. 
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requiring the company, by January i, 1922, to install at its Kenton 
and Upper Sandusky plants suitable watt-hour meters to measure 
the energy delivered to transmission and distribution lines, to 
maintain its accounts and vouchers in conformity to the Commis- 
sion's official classification of accounting and to bring to and here- 
after keep at a place within the state of Ohio, all books of ac- 
counts and vouchers. 

61. (Dismissed November 15, 1921.) In this proceeding, before hear- 
ing had been had, the city of Wapakoneta withdrew its protest, 
theretofore filed, against the proposed schedule of rates of The 
Wapakoneta Natural Gas Company, published to become effective 
October i, 1921. Under date of November 23, 1921, certain indi- 
viduals, who had joined in the protest, also withdrew, when this 
matter was closed. 

62. (Dismissed November 15, 1921.) A similar proceeding to No. 62, 
involving a like schedule of The St. Marys Gas Company, wherein 
the city of St. Marys, the only protestant, withdrew its protest. 

63. (Dismissed November 15, 1921.) Following the previous two 
matters, the village of Celina dismissed its protest against a simi- 
lar schedule of The Celina Gas Company. 

64. (Dismissed October 27, 1921.) A protest by the Village of Canal 
Fulton, Ohio, upon which the proposed new schedule of rates of 
The Canal Fulton Water Works Company, filed to become effect- 
ive November i, 1921, was suspended, which order was vacated 
and the proceeding discontinued when the protest was withdrawn. 

68. Discontinued December 7, 1921, when The Marion County Tele- 
phone Company withdrew its proposed increased rates for service 
at Waldo exchange, which had been suspended herein. 

77. (Decided December 30, 1921.) In this proceeding (wherein the 
village of Elmwood Place protested an increased schedule of rates 
for natural gas service, filed to become effective January i, 1922, 
by The Union Gas and Electric Company) the company and vil- 
lage asserting that subsequent to the filing of the schedule the 
village council enacted an ordinance regulating rates, which be- 
came effective prior to the effective date of the schedule, the Com- 
mission finding that said schedule was in conflict with the ordi- 
nance asserted to be in effect, rejected it and dismissed the pro~ 
test.

The following orders were entered in cases involving the suspen- 
sion of proposed railroad rates, popularly denominated ''Investigation 
and Suspension" proceedings: 

52. January 11, 1921, order rejecting proposed rate of the L. E. & W. 
Ry. and the N. Y., C. & St. L. R. R. on straw from Fostoria to 
Coshocton of laJ^c, based on actual mileage via their lines, and 
substituting rate of i2^c based upon short line practical mileage 
via B. & O. R. R. 

55. January 29, 192 1, order den5nng petition for suspension of new 
passenger fares of The Ohio Electric Railway Company between 
Rome and Columbus, Franklin County, Ohio, and permitting the 
same to become effective, subject to the company assuming the 
burden of proof should the reasonableness of said rates hereafter 
be challenged. 

56. March 7, 1921, order rejecting, as unreasonable, proposed changes 
in rules and increase in rates for handling ice cream shipments, 
carried in American Railway Express Company's official express 
classification No. 27, Ohio No. 93, as item i, page 37. 

57. March 29, 1921, order rejecting Supplement 30 to Bituminous 
Coal Tariff, Ohio No. 688, increasing rate on coal from Hayden- 
ville to Aultman from $2.10 to $2.24 per ton, for the reason that 
such increase exceeds the 40% allowed by the I. C. C. and con- 
curred in by the Ohio Commission. 

58. March 10, 1921, the parties (The U. S. Malleable Iron Company 
of Toledo, protestant, and The Bay Terminal R. R. Co.) reporting 
adjustment of differences arising from the publication of a 42c 
per ton switching charge, suspended on February 14, until March 
17, 1921, order of suspension vacated effective March 11, 1921, and 
investigation of reasonableness of rate discontinued. 

59. May 26, 1 92 1, order denying prayer of The Queen City Crushed 
Stone and Sand Company for a suspension of proposed new rates 
of The B. & O. R. R. Co. and N. & W. Ry. Co. on sand, crushed 
stone and gravel from Miami Grove and Newton to Cincinnati. 
(This petition was thereupon refiled as a formal challenge of 
these rates under No. 2307.) 

62. (Dismissed October 29, 192 1.) In this proceeding, upon protest 
of the National Association of Sand and Gravel Producers, an 
order was entered suspending the going into effect of new carload 
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minimum weights for shipment of sand and gravel, published by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. The proceeding was dis- 
continued before a hearing could be had, by the withdrawal of 
the proposed new minimiuns. 



During the year Administrative Orders were promulgated upon 
the following matters : 

54. January 21, 1921, order authorizing the chairman, in the name of 
the Commission, to waive notice of the application filed by the 
L. E. & W. R. R. Co. et al. with the I. C. C. for authority to 
guarantee a loan from the U. S. Government to the Peoria and 
Pekin Union Ry. Co. 

55. Order authorizing the chairman to waive notice of the pendency 
of applications by the L. & N. R. R. Co. to the I. C. C. for author- 
ity to issue $3,500,000 6 first mortgage bonds and $11,025,000 
6V4% equipment trust certificates. 

56. February 28, 1921, order directing The Central Gas Company to 
operate under Ad. Order No. 46 and withdraw service from indus- 
trial consumers whenever the pressure to any domestic consumer 
falls to 2^ oz. per square inch. This order further defined the 
provisions of Ad. Order No. 46 to include within domestic con- 
sumers at Woodsfield the gas engine in the municipal light plant. 

57. April 6, 1921, order directing The Bainbridge Telephone Company 
to secure the services of a sufficient force of line- and repair-men, 
supplied with a proper conveyance, to immediately restore all 
lines in Aurora exchange to service, completing temporary repairs 
within thirty days and permanent repairs within ninety days. 

58. (May 20, 1921.) Finding the facilities of The Pomeroy and Mid- 
dleport Telephone Company to be inadequate, and its service in- 
efficient and insufficient, the company was ordered, within sixty 
days, to— 

Provide for the proper and complete instruction of its oper- 
ating force concerning the prompt answering of all calls, to fully 
and efficiently supervise all calls so that the subscribers shall se- 
cure a recall promptly, and, particularly, to instill in its employes 
the use and exercise of patience and courtesy in their relations 
with the subscribers; 
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See that the operators are furnished witii necessary informa- 
tion covering the discrepancies in subscribers' listing in the pres- 
ently issued directory ; 

Repair or replace all defective cords, plugs, keys, lamps, cm: 
other defective apparatus on the switchboard; 

Repair or replace all defective cable terminal boxes or cans, 
and see that all are properly fused, where necessary, and hereafter 
to maintain the same in such condition ; 

Run new bridle wires and free the same from all loose or un- 
soldered joints or contacts, using a sufficient ntmiber of bridle 
rings to make a neat and permanent job ; 

Make an inspection of all substations, both city and rural, re- 
placing or properly repairing all defective wiring, batteries, re- 
ceivers, transmitters, cords or other apparatus which may not be 
functioning properly ; 

Reinstall all connections with the grounded circuits of other 
companies with proper repeating coils and switching apparatus, 
and 

Install a suitable and adequate system of recording all trouble 
(line, substation, cable and switchboard) and maintain the same 
from day to day so that, at any time, it will be possible to deter- 
mine the time and place of the trouble, the character of the same, 
and when and by whom it was cleared. 

59. (August 17, 1921), order prescribing a code of rules and regula- 
tions governing the transportation of persons, in motor vehicles, 
for hire, from one village or city to any other village or city in 
the state of Ohio, or to or from any city or village in this state to 
or from a point outside the state. 

60. (August 30, 1921), order prescribing a substitute code of rules 
and regulations for the governance of motor vehicle common car- 
riers. These rules have been printed and may be procured by 
request to the Commission. 

61. (September 2, 1921.) Order directing The Medina Gas and Fuel 
Company to forthwith resume the furnishing of gas to, and The 
Lima Natural Gas Company, The Celina Gas Company, The St. 
Marys Gas Company and The Wapakoneta Natural Gas Company 
to thereupon restore their respective distributions of gas to con- 
stuners ; such order to remain in effect until the further order of 
the Commission or the legal adjudication of the rights and liabili- 
ties of the companies.
